Pursuant  to  the  ])rovisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Washinsiftou,  the  House  met  at  the  liour  of  12  m.,  and  was  caHed 
to  order  by  Wm.  II.  Hughes,  assistant  clerk  of  the  hist  txM-ritoriai 
session,  and  who  called  the  roil. 

All  the  members-elect  were  i)resent  except  Mr.  Day. 

Nominations  for  speaker  pro  tem.  were  made  as  follows: 

Mr.  Huntington,  of  Cowlitz,  nominated  Mr.  S.  C  Herrcn,  of 
Lewis,  and  Mr.  J.  S.  Brown,  of  Spokane,  nominated  Mr.  J.  W. 
Feighan,  of  Spokane. 

There  being  no  further  nominations,  they  were  declared  closed, 
aiul  a  ballot  was  ordered. 

Mr.  (randy,  of  Spokane,  and  Mr.  Plummer,  of  Jefferson,  were 
aj»pointed  tellers. 

The  vote  resulted  as  follows:

S.  C.  Herren,  21  votes.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Herren,  Mr.  Feighan' s  electicm  was  made 
u  nan  i  mo  us: 

The  chair  announced  that  Mr.  Feighan,  having  received  a  major- 
ity of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  eUn^ted  speaker  pro  tem.,  and  aj)- 
pointed  two  members  to  escort  him  to  the  chair. 

The  Hou.**e  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  chief  clerk  j)r() 
tem. 
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Mr.  W.  R.  Moultray,  of  Whatxjom,  nominated  Charles  E.  Cline, 
of  Whatcom. 

F.  Rotch,  of  Thurston  county,  nominated  Ross  G.  O'Brien. 

The  speaker  appointed  as  tellers,  Mr.  Blackfan  and  Mr.   Shaw. 

The  vote  resulted  as  follows: 

Charles  E.  Cline,  46  votes. 

R.  G.  O'Brien,  22  votes. 

Ross,  1  vote. 

Mr.  Cline,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was 
declared  elected. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  elect  a  sergeant-at-arms  pro  tem. 

Mr.  Plummer,  of  Jefferson,  nominated  J.  H.  Leiter,  of  Whit- 
man, and  Mr.  Grant,  of  King,  nominated  Robert  Ehman,  of  King. 

The  speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Geoghegan  and  Herren  as  tellers. 

The  vote  resulted  as  follows: 

J.  H.  Leiter,  44  votes. 

Robert  Ehman,  22  votes. 

Mr.  Leiter,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was 
declared  elected  sergeant-at-arms  pro  tem.  by  the  speaker. 

Mr.  Gandy  moved  that  the  ceremony  of  co'nducting  officers 
elected  to  their  j)laces  be  dispensed  with,  and  that  the  present 
tellers  continue  to  act. 

The  motion  was  adopted.  , 

A  motion  was  made  and  adopted  that  a  committee  of  five  be  ap- 
pointed on  credentials. 

Mr.  Geoghegan  asked  if  it  was  usual  to  appoint  such  committee, 
and  was  informed  by  the  speaker  that  such  is  the  usual  custom 

The  speaker  appointed  as  a  committee  on  credentials,  Messrs. 
Hughes,  Foster,  Pickrell,  Kuhn  and  Kandle. 

Mr.  Herren  moved  that  the  committee  on  credentials  confer  with 
the  secretary  of  the  territory  and  report  at  once. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

On  motion,  a  recess  of  ten  minutes  was  taken. 

At  twenty  minutes  past  I  o'clock  p.  m.  the  House  was  called  to 
order  by  the  speaker  pro  tem. 

The  committee  on  credentials  reported,  and,  on  motion,  their 
rei)ort  was  adopted.

House  called  to  order  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  speaker  pro  tem.  in  the 
chair. 

All  the  members  present  except  Messrs.  Gandy  and  Medcalf. 

The  clerk  of  the  Senate  reported  that  that  body  had  taken  a  recess 
until  Monday,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m. 

Minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Kuhn  introduced  the  following  resolution,  and  moved  its 
adoption,  viz. :

The  journal  of  Thursday,  November  7th,  was  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  iiermanent  organization  was  read, 
as  follows: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  suggesting  a  list 
of  officers  necessary  to  the  permanent  organization  of  the  House,  respect ■ 
fuliy  recommend  that  the  permanent  officers,  in  addition  to  speaker, 
chief  clerk,  sergeaut-at-arms  and  watchman  already  elected,  shall  l)e  as 
follows,  viz.:  Secretary  for  the  speaker,  to  be  selected  by  that  officer,  as- 
sistant sergeant-at-arms.  assistant  to  the  chief  clerk,  enrolling  clerk,  as- 
sistant enrolling  clerk,  engrossing  clerk,  journal  clerk,  door  kei4)er' 
iissistant  door  keeper,  who  shall  also  act  as  janitor,  messenger,  who  shall 
also  act  as  postmaster,  assistant  messenger,  four  pages,  one  to  be  select e<l 
by  the  speaker  for  his  service.  All  of  the  above  employes,  excepting 
those  otherwise  designated,  to  be  cliosen  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  the  House. 

Your  committee  having  consi4lered  the  employment  of  acha])lain,  beg 
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to  invite  the  attention  of  the  House  to  that  para^aph  of  section  11  of 
tlie  constitution  of  the  State  of  Washington,  which  is  as  follows,  viz.: 
"No  pu])lic  money  or  property  shall  be  appropriated  or  applied  to  any 
religious  worship,  exercise  or  instruction."  Your  committee  further  rec- 
onmiend  that  such  (officers)  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  essen- 
tial be  created  l)y  resolution  of  the  House.

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Paper  at  fair  market  prices,  counting  only  what  is  actually  used. 

Binding  in  paper  covers,  as  pamphlets,  three  to  ten  cents  per  copy, 
according  to  the  size,  including  folding  and  stitching. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  none  but  competent  printers  and 
pressmen  be  employe<l  by  the  said  publishing  company,  at  a  rate  of  com- 
pensation in  accordance  with  the  scale  of  prices  adopted  by  the  Typo- 
graphical Union  of  this  state.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevenson,  Mr.  Hughes  was  excused  until 
afternoon.

The  Committee  on  Hospital  for  the  Insane  presented  the  follow- 
ing report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

Mk.  Speaker: 

Your  Committoe  on  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  to  whom  was  i-eferred 
House  hill  No.  1,  entitled  "An  act  to  appropriate  money  to  supply  the 
deliciencies  to  buy  supplies  for  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Steilacoom, 
Washington,"  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

We  have  examined  the  same,  and  recommend  that  the  same  do  pass.

Mr.  Clark  presented  a  memorial  from  G.  A.  R.  Post  No.  41, 
which  was  read  and  ordered  tiled: 

To  tfie  Ho7iorable  Senate  and  Hepresenlatives  of  Washington : 

In  1861,  our  government,  the  best  under  the  sun,  passed  a  law  granting 
to  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  the 
public  domain,  by  which  many  thousands  of  our  people  became  the  happy 
owners  of  a  comfortable  home,  and  have  reared  their  families,  strangers 
to  want  or  poverty,  a  blessing  that  cannot  l)e  valued,  and  in  the  same 
year  the  dirty  rag  of  treason  was  thrown  to  the  breeze  and  war  declared, 
the  Nation  called  to  arms,  and  many  of  our  best  men  left  home,  family 
and  friends  to  save  the  best  government,  and  for  four  years  fought, 
marched  and  watched  the  enemy  by  day  and  by  night,  while  their  com- 
rades slept;  endured  untold  hardships  and  privations,  and  all  compensa- 
tion received  was  from  thirteen  to  sixteen  dollara  per  month,  in  a  depre- 
ciated money  worth  forty  to  sixty  cents  on  the  dollar,  wherewith  (in 
many  cases)  to  support  wife  and  children,  or  dependent  friends  or 
relatives  paying  exorbitant  prices  for  all  the  necessaries  of  life,  while 
many  remained  at  home,  enjoying  the  blessings  of  home,  family  and 
friends,  and  growing  rich  by  receiving  your  hard  earnings  for  their  prod- 
ucts at  those  fictitious  values,  leaving  you  beggars  when  you  returned,  so 
far  as  finances  were  concerned,  and  unable  to  take  advantage  or  ben- 
efit of  the  homestead  law  while  the  public  domain  was  great,  and  you 
could  have  a  chance  and  a  choice,  and  are  now  old  and  yet  cannot  enjoy 
the  blessing  olTered,  because  there  is  virtually  nothing  left  worth  seeking 
after — only  small  portions  held  as  reservations,  which  are  being  opened 
for  settlement,  and  the  wonderful  influx  of  foreign  immigration  and  in- 
creased population  that  are  homeless  will  overrun  any  territory  that  may 
be  opened  to  settlers  in  a  few  hours.    Therefore,  in  order  to  release  the 
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old  and  worthy  patriot  from  this  ungratefnl  scramble,  and  jrive  the  desir- 
ing  and  deserving  a  chance  to  enjoy  the  ))enefits  of  that  they  so  greatly 
tleserve,  a  choice  of  a  home;  therefore,  be  it 

Uetiolved,  That  we,  the  membei*s  of  J.  B,  Wyman  post  No.  41,  Depart- 
ment of  Washington  and  Alaska  G.  A.  R.,  Rockford,  Washington,  peti- 
tion through  our  national  legislative  committee,  members  of  congress 
and  representatives  of  this  state,  that  they  use  their  influence  to  secure 
the  passage  of  a  bill  granting  to  all  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailore  of  the  late  rebellion  that  are  entitled  thereto,  the  right  and  privi- 
lege to  enter  upon,  select  and  locate  a  homestead  on  any  reservation  that 
may  be  hereafter  opened  for  settlement,  at  any  time  during  thirty  days 
preceding  the  time  of  opening  for  general  settlement. 

Resolved,  That  we  also,  through  the  same  sources,  ask  that  congress, 
at  the  earliest  opportunity,  pass  a  good  and  substantial  pension  bill  and 
release  our  worthy  comrades  from  the  poor  houses;  and  further,  that 
congress  shall  remove  the  stain  of  repudiation  of  its  first  debt  by  repeal- 
ing that  unjust  arrearage  act,  which  requires  our  comrades  to  absolutely 
prove  their  disabilities  back  to  the  time  of  service,  and  then  repudiate 
the  debt  to  the  time  of  application  therefor.

Mu.  Speaker  —  The  vSenate  has  j)assed  Senate  memorial  No.  4.  Rela- 
tive to  withdrawn  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
Company,  and  asks  the  action  of  the  House  therein. 

CM.  Barton,  Secretary. 
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The  joint  oommittee  appointed  to  examine  and  report  on  the 
work  of  the  territorial  code  commission,  submitted  tlie  fol lowing 
report: 

Mr.  Speaker:  Your  joint  committee,  appointed  in  accordance  with 
Senate  concurrent  resohition  No.  — ,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the 
work  of  the  code  commissioners,  and  making  a  general  examination 
thereof,  and  to  report  the  same  to  this  session  of  the  legislature,  with 
recommendations  as  to  what  would  be  best  to  be  done  with  the  same, 
would  respectfully  report  that  said  code  commissioners,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Doolittle,  Isham  and  Snively,  appeared  before  your  committee 
and  delivered  their  work  to  the  committee,  consisting  of  nine  packages, 
there  being  four  divisions  of  the  work,  to  wit:  Civil,  penal,  remedial  and 
political;  that  said  packages  were  distributed  to  the  menibers  of  this 
committee,  and  a  careful  examination  thereof  made  by  them,  and  several 
meetings  held  to  compare  notes,  make  observations,  and  discuss  the  ])est 
course  to  pursue  in  reference  to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  work 
of  the  commissioners.  That  after  such  examination  and  investigation, 
vonr  committee  came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that  the  work  of  said 

• 

commission  was  not  in  shape  to  be  presented  to  the  legislature,  to  be 
acted  upon  and  adopted  at  this  time,  and  that  it  would  take  several 
months  of  the  time  of  that  body  to  complete  the  work,  if  it  could  be  done 
at  all,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  in  a  bo<ly  so  large. 

In  view  of  the  emliarrassing  situation  your  committee  addressed  a  let- 
ter to  W.  Lair  Hill.  esq.,  an  able  lawyer  of  this  state,  the  gentleman  who 
compiled,  arranged  and  annotated  the  laws  of  Oregon,  and  who  has  a 
wide  experience  in  thCvSe  matters,  asking  him  for  such  information  as  he 
could  give,  as  to  time  required  to  complete  the  code,  probable  cost 
thereof,  and  further  asking  him  if  he  would  undertake  the  work,  to  state 
his  terms  and  price,  to  be  used  in  case  the  legislature  should  see  tit  to 
employ  him. 

Mr.  Hill  replied  in  writing  to  the  letter  of  your  committee,  a  copy  of 
which,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  committee  to  him,  is  here- 
with submitted. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  Mr.  Hill's  communication, 
and  is  favorably  impressed  therewith,  and  it  is  the  unanimous  judgment 
of  the  committee  that  the  legislature  shonld  promptly  accept  his  terms 
for  providing  a  complete  code. 

Your  conmiittee  has  prepared  a  bill,  in  duplicate,  embodying  the  terms 
and  conditions  in  full  for  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  code 
under  Mr.  Hill's  proposition,  and  presents  a  copy  to  each  house  for  their 
consideration  and  action,  and  respectfnlly  recommends  the  passage 
thereof. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  the  code  commissioners  turned 
over  to  it  all  their  work,  unconditionally,  as  the  property  of  the  state. 
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and  that  your  committee  holds  the  same,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  leg- 
islature.

Dear  Sir— As  you  have  had  considerable  experience  in  revising,  compiling  and  anno- 
tating statutes,  and  as  we  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  recommending  to  the  Legislature 
of  Washington  some  method  of  disposing  of  the  question  of  a  new  code,  we  take  the  lib" 
erty  to  request  some  suggestions  from  you  as  to  the  length  of  time  required  to  properly 
compile,  arrange,  annotate,  supply  omissions  and  defects,  and  index  the  laws  of  this 
state,  and  have  the  same  submitted  to  the  legislature,  with  your  judgment  as  to  the  cost 
of  the  work. 

We  also  desire  to  know  if  you  would  be  willing  to  undertake  this  work  If  desired  by

Gentlemen— Your  favor  of  to-day  was  duly  received,  and  I  have  given  its  contents 
careful  attention;  and,  in  response  to  the  several  inquiries  therein,  have  to  say: 

1.  As  to  the  length  of  time  required  to  compile,  arrange,  annotate,  supply  omissions 
and  defects,  and  index  the  laws  of  this  state,  my  opinion,  based  UT)on  considerable  expe- 
rience in  that  line  of  work,  is,  that  one  year,  at  least,  would  be  re<iuired  to  pt^rform  the 
work  properly.  No  man  who  has  not  attempted  such  a  task  will  be  likely  to  form  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  amount  of  labor  it  involves,  and  there  is  no  work  in  which  haste  is 
likely  to  work  greater  mischief. 

2.  With  respect  to  the  cost:  In  order  to  have  the  work  in  a  condition  to  be  submitted 
to  the  legislature,  and  in  a  condition  for  tliat  body  to  act  intelligently  upon  it,  I  see  no 
practicable  way  but  by  having  it  printed  before  being  presented  to  the  legislature,  and  a 
copy  laid  upon  the  desk  of  each  member.  This  printing  could,  or  course,  go  forward 
while  the  editorial  work  is  being  done,  but  it  would  bo  an  important  element  in  the  cost. 
I  estimate  that  the  cost  of  editorial  work,  including  clerk  hire,  would  be  110,000,  and  the 
printing,  including  say  1,000  copies,  in  two  volumes,  l)ound  and  put  up  in  good  law  book 
style,  after  final  action  by  the  legislature,  at  about  110,000  more. 

3.  Would  I  be  "willing  to  undertake  this  work  if  desired  by  the  legislature?"'  I  have 
concluded  to  say  — not  without  some  hesitation  ou  account  of  the  responsibility  of  the 
work  — that  I  should  be  willing  to  undertake  it;  and  in  order  to  put  the  matter  into  tan- 
gible form  without  delay,  have  prepared  the  following  liusinoss  proposal  for  the  compila- 
tion and  publication  of  a  code  of  laws  for  the  state: 

I  will  compile,  arrange,  and  fully  annotate  the  laws  contained  in  the  C'o<le  of  Wash- 
ington Territory  of  1S81,  and  the  laws  passed  since,  including  those  of  the  present  session 
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of  the  legislature:  I  will  prepare  iu  fomi  for  enactment,  such  additional  laws  and 
amendments,  and  such  repeal  of  superfluous  laws,  as  seem  necessary  to  harmonize  the 
whole  body  of  our  laws  with  the  constitution  of  the  state  and  the  new  order  of  thinjfs 
incident  to  the  change  from  a  territorial  to  a  state  government,  together  with  a  bill  for 
the  enactment  thereof,  expecting  in  this  connection  to  be  allowed  to  make  such  use  as 
seems  desirable  of  the  work  reported  by  the  late  territorial  code  commission. 

I  will  print  this  work  in  two  royal  octavo  volumes,  which  I  estimate  at  about  800  pages 
each,  and  complete  the  entire  work  in  time  for  action  by  the  legislature  to  meet  in  Janu- 
ary, 1891 

I  will  furnish  to  the  governor  of  the  state,  for  examination  by  himself,  and  the  judges 
of  the  supreme  and  superior  courts  and  members  of  the  legislature,  l.W  sets  of  the  work 
printed,  indexed  and  bound  in  paper  binding. 

Immediately  upon  adjournment  of  the  legislature  in  1S91, 1  will  republish  the  volumes, 
with  such  modificationB  and  additions  as  the  legislature  shall  have  made,  and  deliver  to 
the  secretary  of  state  1,000  sets  of  the  two  volumes,  printed  and  bound  in  the  best  style  of 
law  book  publishing. 

I  shall  wish  to  receive  as  full  compensation  for  the  editorial  work  named,  and  the  en- 
tire publishing  and  republishing  of  the  volumes,  and  the  furnishing  of  the  1,150  copies, 
the  sum  of  116,000,  payable  as  follows:  fl.OOO  when  the  editorial  worlc  on  the  rcme<iial  and 
penal  code  is  completed;  $4,000  when  all  the  editorial  work  is  completed,  excepting  the 
w^ork  of  arranging  tlie  general  laws  passed  at  the  sessions  of  1801:  |4,000  when  the  150 
copies  arc  delivered  to  the  governor,  and  f4,00()  when  the  1,000  sets  are  delivered  to  the 
secretary  of  state. 

I  will  further  agree  to  furnish  to  the  state  and  the  public  all  the  additional  copies  re- 
(|uired,  for  a  period  of  six  years  from  date  of  final  publication,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  ten 
dollars  per  set. 

This  proposition  is  submitted  upon  the  assumption  that  if  the  legislature  should  deter- 
mine to  act  upon  it,  such  action  would  be  promptly  taken,  as  I  should  not  wish  to  under- 
take a  work  of  such  magnitude  and  responsibility,  under  an  obligation  to  complete  It 
within  the  time  indicated,  unless  it  could  be  commenced  without  delay. 

In  explanation  of  the  difl'erence  between  the  estimated  aggregate  cost  of  $20,000  and 
tJie  proposiHl  amount  of  |16,000,  it  is  proper  to  say  that  I  estimate  that  sales  of  the  volume, 
in  addition  to  the  1,000  copies  of  the  complete  work  furnished  to  the  state,  would  prob- 
ably realize  about  |4,000  before  the  work  would  go  out  of  date  so  as  to  be  unsaleable.

House  bill  No.  27,  An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  to  license  physicians 
and  surgeons,  to  punish  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  to  repeal  all  laws  in  conflict  therewith,  heretofore  made  a 
special  order  for  2  o'clock  v.  m.  to-day,  was  taken  up.

Each  l)oard  so  appointed  shall  have  jur- 
isdiction over  the  examination  and  licensing  of  all  applicants:  Provided, 
That  the  number  of  each  board  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  three  (3)  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed:  Ti  is  further 
provided.  That  no  member  of  the  faculty  of  any  college  or  university 
having  a  medical  department  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  as  a  member  of 
said  boards. 

Sec.  2.  Add  "s"  to  the  word  "board"  wherever  occurring  in  this  sec- 
tion. Fn  line  11.  after  the  word  "recorded,"  insert:  Anv  member  of  such 
cxaming  board  may  give  an  applicant  a  certificate  permitting  said  appli- 
cant to  practice  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  board,  when  such  certifi- 
cate shall  become  void. 

Sei'.  3.  In  line  2,  after  words  "shall  apply  to."  insert  "one  of,"  and  add 
"  s"  to  word  "board  "  in  same  line.  In  line  4,  commencing  after  the  word 
"board,"  insert  "shall  show  satisfactory  proof  of  having  graduated  from 
a  regularly  accredited  medical  college."  In  line  12,  after  the  words  "less 
than,"  substitute  the  word  "four"  (4)  for  the  word  "six"  (0). 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  licensed  under  the  existing  laws  of  the  Territory  of 
Washington,  or  having  complied  with  the  provisions  herc^of,  shall  be 
taken  and  considered  as  licensed  under  this  act;  and  the  secretaries  of 
the  boards  herein  provided  for  shall  enter  the  nanu'  of  such  persons  upon 
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the  register  so  kept  by  him,  as  licensed  physicians  and  snrgeons,  without 
application  or  fee  upon  the  part  of  the  persons  licensed;  and  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed  in  conflict  with  this  act  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  repealed.

In  section  4,  strike  out  the 
words  "at  a  place  to  be  selected  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  their 
appointment,  by  persons  to  beai)pointed  for  that  purpose."  Add  to  sec- 
tion 4  the  following:  "Said  commission  shall  locate  the  said  college,  un- 
less its  location  has  been  otherwise  selected  in  accordance  with  law, 
previous  to  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  I).  1890,  and  in  selecting  said  loca- 
tion, said  commission  shall  have  in  view  the  best  interests  of  said  colllege 
and  the  attainment  of  the  objects  aimed  at  in  the  creation  of  the  same.'' 

With  these  amendments,  we  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pa.ss.

Sound,  and  asks  the  eoncnrrenee  of  the  House  therein. 

The  Senate  has  amended  and  passed  House  bill  No.  89,  A  bill  for  an

act  to  prevent  persons  from  using  or  wearing  the  badge  of  the  (rrand 
Amiy  of  the  Republic  in  this  State. 

The  Senate  hjis  passed  House  bill  No.  32,  An  act  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  certain  expenses  of  and  the  manner  in  which  the  salaries  of  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  and  superior  courts  shall  be  paid,  and  amended 
the  title  of  the  same. 

The  Senate  has  passed  House  bill  No.  148,  An  act  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington, and  amended  the  title  of  the  same. 

The  Senate  has  passed  House  bill  No.  138,  An  act  to  regulate  the  vol- 
untary sending  of  newspapers. 

The  Senate  has  passed  Senate  bill  No.  80,  To  amend  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  amend  section  2752  of  the  Code  of  Washington  Territory  re- 
lating to  assessors,"  and  asks  the  concurrence  of  the  House  therein. 

The  Senate  has  passed  House  bill  No.  126,  An  act  repealing  sections  1, 
2,  3  and  4  of  an  act  fixing  the  compensation  of  the  auditor  of  Lewis 
county,  as  contained  in  the  laws  of  1883  of  Washington  Territory,  and 
declaring  an  emergency  to  exist.  C.  M.  Barton,  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gandy,  House  bill  No.  27,  An  act  to  regulate 
the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Washington, 
and  to  license  physicians  and  surgeons,  to  punish  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  repeal  all  laws  in  conflict  there- 
with, was  read  for  information.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eddy,  the  House  reconsidered  the  vote  by 
which  it  refused  to  adopt  the  emergency  clause  of  House  bill 
No.  27. 

The  roll  being  called  on  the  adoption  of  the  emergency  clause 
of  House  bill  No.  27,  there  were  yeas  53,  nays  10,  absent  and  not 
voting  7.

Mr.  Oliphant  moved  that  the  special  order  for  2  o'clock  p.  m.  to- 
day, for  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  2,  be  dispensed  with, 
and  that  House  bill  No.  90,  An  act  to  create  a  commission  of 
technical  instruction,  and  to  establish  a  state  school  of  science,  and 
to  declare  an  emergency,  be  taken  up  for  consideration. 

The  House  refused  to  dispense  with  the  special  order. 

The  following  report  on  Senate  bill  No.  2,  An  act  relating  to 
trusts  and  combinations  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the 
price,  limiting  the  production,  or  regulating  the  transportation  of 
any  product  or  commodity,  was  read: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  2,  entitled  "An 
act  relating  to  trusts  and  combinations  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  fix- 
ing the  price,  limiting  the  production,  or  regulating  the  transportation 
of  any  product  or  commodity,"  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
carefully  examined  said  bill,  in  whole  and  in  part,  and  respectfully  report 
the  same  back  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  not  pass,  and  as  a  part 
of  said  report,  would  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  the  fol- 
lowing as  among  the  reasons  for  such  recommendation: 

1.  That  section  1  of  this  act,  when  considered  regardless  of  certain 
words  therein  contained,  which  add  little  or  nothing  to  its  meaning  and 
serves  rather  to  confuse  than  to  elucidate  the  same,  means  no  more  nor 
less  than  that  copartnerships,  corporations  and  associations  are  forbidden 
to  make  any  contract  with  other  copartnerships,  corporations  or  associa- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  price,  limiting  the  production,  or  reg- 
ulating the  production  of  any  product  or  commodity. 

2.  Section  2  provides  penalties  for  the  violation  of  section  1. 

3.  Section  3  gives  triple  damages  for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1. 

4.  Section  4  declares  all  contracts,  notes,  mortgages  and  other  securi- 
ties given  in  violation  of  section  1  void  and  of  no  eflfect. 

5.  Section  5  makes  the  person,  copartnership,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion violating  section  1  guilty  of  criminal  conspiracy,  and  liable  to  pun- 
ishment upon  conviction  by  fine  and  imprisonment. 

We  therefore  report  that,  in  our  judgment,  the  full  force  and  efifect  of 
this  act,  should  it  become  a  law,  would  depend  entirely  upon  the  mean- 
ing to  be  given  to  section  1. 

We  deem  it,  therefore,  expressly  necessary  and  proper  that  this  section 
should  be  examined  with  great  care  (and  such  care  we  have  sought  to  give 
it),  inasmuch  as  the  courts  would  not  be  justifiable,  under  the  constitu- 
tion, in  introducing  exceptions  in  the  first  section  which  the  remainder 
of  the  act  has  in  effect  made. 

Again,  we  are  convinced  that  the  language  of  section  1  includes  by  its 
terms  a  prohibition  against  the  making  a  large  number  of  contracts  of 
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varied  character,  which  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the  fostering  and 
carrying  on  of  some  of  our  greatest  and  most  important  business  inter- 
ests, and  which  tend  materially  to  the  development  of  the  resources  of 
our  commonwealth,  and  which  contracts,  in  the  absence  of  the  legisla- 
tion proposed  in  this  bill,  would  be  lawful  and  conducive  of  benefit,  not 
only  to  the  parties  thereto,  but  to  the  public  generally. 

By  a  literal  construction  of  the  language  used  in  section  1,  we  learn 
that  it  prohibits  the  making  of  a  contract  by  a  copartnership  for  the 
purchase  of  any  commodity  from  any  other  copai*tnership,  and  this  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  any  such  contract  necessarily  fixes  the  price  of 
such  commodity  so  bargained  for.  Now,  if  this  be  true — and  we  speak  of . 
this  only  to  illustrate  the  proposition — why,  then,  section  2  of  the  pro- 
posed act  would  make  the  persons  who  are  parties  to  such  otherwise 
innocent  contract  liable  to  tine,  and  section  5  would  render  copartners, 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  contract,  liable  to  punishment  as 
criminals.  Section  8  would,  under  such  conditions  as  are  contemplated 
above,  make  it  possible  for  a  copartnership  which  paid  the  consideration 
specified  in  such  contract,  to  recover  three  times  the  value  of  that  con- 
sideration and  yet  hold  the  property  purchased  in  the  absence  of  any 
further  legislation  upon  the  subject.  Again,  we  submit  that  in  case  such 
contract  was  for  the  delivery,  at  any  future  time,  of  any  product  or 
commodity,  such  contract  would  be  invalid  under  the  terms  and  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  of  section  4  of  the  act,  and  in  case  any  notes,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  were  given  under  the  terms  of  such  contract,  such 
notes,  mortgages  or  securities  would  be  void  under  the  terms  of  said 
section  4.  Applying  this  construction  of  said  section  4  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  first  section  of  the  act  —  and  such  construction  we  believe  to 
be  the  only  proper  one — it  would  practically  drive  out  of  business  cor- 
porations, copartnerships  and  associations  of  persons  for  business  pur- 
poses of  whatsoever  kind  and  nature,  resulting  in  great  and  irreparable 
injury,  not  only  to  the  persons  directly  interested  in  these  matters  apd 
things  which  are  made  the  subjects  of  this  proposed  legislation,  but  indi- 
rectly to  the  people  of  the  state  as  well. 

We  beg  to  further  submit  that  section  1  of  this  proposed  act,  also,  by 
its  terms,  prohibits  the  making  of  contracts,  which  either  directly  or  in- 
directly regulate  the  transportation  of  products  or  commodities.  This 
prohibition,  we  conclude  and  therefore  submit,  is  illegal  and  contrary  to 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  as  declared  by  the  United  States 
supreme  court  in  the  well  considered  case  of  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  and 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  against  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  which  case  the 
court  held  that  the  fixing  of  charges  for  transportation  is  a  regulation  of 
interstate  commerce  within  the  meaning  of  the  United  States;  therefore, 
if  we  apply  this  construction  —  and  in  our  judgment  there  can  be  none 
other  given  to  the  words  found  in  this  section  —  it  is  clear  that  the  sec- 
tion does  actually  prohibit  the  making  of  any  contracts  which  have  the 
effect,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  of  fixing  the  price  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  products  or  commodities.     We  are  irresistibly  convinced  that 
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such  a  contract  as  is  immediately  abov6  alluded  to  is  necessarily  made  in 
every  instance  whenever  a  shipment  of  freight  is  made,  and  one  of  the 
unavoidable  incidences  of  such  a  contract  is  the  fixing  of  the  price  of  the 
transportation  of  such  freight. 

In  contemplation  of  this  proposition,  we  advert  to  the  last  part  of 
section  18  of  article  13  of  our  state  constitution.  It  expressly  requires 
connection  between  railways,  and  also  the  transfer  of  cars  from  one  rail- 
road to  another  within  the  state.  It  also  requires  railroad  companies 
within  the  state  to  receive  and  transport  over  their  respective  lines  pas- 
sengers, freight  and  cars  from  other  railway's  within  the  state.  We  are 
convinced  upon  investigation,  and  therefore  submit  that  many  matters 
pertaining  to  such  connection  of  tracks  and  railways  and  such  inter- 
change of  business  between  transportation  companies  is  necessarily  a 
subject  of  contract  between  such  companies  or  corporations,  and  is 
therefore  of  necessity  a  regulation  of  the  transportation  of  products  and 
commodities  within  the  state.  If  this  be  true,  it  then  appears,  and  so 
we  conclude,  that  section  1  of  this  proposed  act  prohibits'  the  making  of 
certain  contracts  which  the  constitution  evidently  intended  should  be 
made  and  recognized  as  the  only  means  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
proposed  objects  contemplated  in  that  part  of  the  constitution  referred  to. 

Again,  we  are  thoroughly  convinced,  and  so  submit,  that  section  1  of 
the  proposed  act  is  too  general  in  its  language,  not  being  limited  to  ques- 
tions of  transportation  of  products  and  commodities  entirely  within  the 
state,  but  applies  to  both  interstate  and  state  transportation,  and  in  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  interstate  transportation  is  clearly  illegal,  being  in 
violation  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  while  aiming  to 
prevent  monopolies  and  trusts,  by  its  terms  clearly  renders  invalid,  if 
indeed  it  be  constitutional,  which  your  committee  gravely  doubts,  a  large 
number  of  otherwise  innocent  contracts,  the  enforcement  and  carrying 
out  of  which  would  be  beneficial  to  individuals  and  associations  of  per- 
sons particularly  interested  and  to  the  public  as  well. 

Again,  we  submit  that  section  7  of  said  proposed  act,  being  as  it  is  in 
the  nature  of  an  exception  or  qualification  of  section  1,  is  not  only  con- 
trary to  public  policy,  but  is  also,  because  of  the  fact  that  it  clearly 
exempts  from  the  general  operation  of  the  proposed  law  a  certain  class 
of  individuals,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  special  or  class  legisla- 
tion and  therefore  unconstitutional,  inasmuch  as  it  is  in  effect  a  qualifi- 
cation of  that  part  of  our  state  constitution  relating  to  the  subject  matter 
of  this  proposed  act. 

Finally,  your  committee  would  respectfully  submit  that  legislation  of 
so  radical  a  character  as  that  contemplated  by  the  proposed  act  should 
only  be  enacted  upon  the  most  urgent  necessity,  and  should  then  be  upon 
a  strict  line  of  public  policy,  which  ever  is  and  ever  should  furnish  the 
rule  governing  the  action  of  legislators  generally,  and  especially  when 
such  action  contemplates  and  proposes,  as  in  this  act.  an  innovation 
upon  existing  customs  and  business  rules  and  regulations  which  have 
received  the  sanction  of  law-making  powers  in  all  countries  and  at  all 
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times  since  commercial  intercourse  between  man  has  been  recognized  by 
civilized  governments  as  the  proper  medium  through  which  to  attain  the 
material  advancement  of  individuals  as  well  as  communities  and  the 
enjoyment  of  that  high  degree  of  civilization  and  intellectual  and  moral 
prosperity  which  is  not  only  the  boa^^t  of  our  new  and  thriving  common- 
wealth but  of  the  nation  at  large. 

Therefore,  your  committee,  having  viewed  the  said  bill  in  the  light  of 
the  foregoing  reasons,  do  most  respectfully-  report  the  same  back  and 
recommend  that  it  do  not  pass.  S.  C.  Hekren,  Chairman.

(iENTLEMEn  —  1  return,  without  my  signature,  House  bill  No.  34,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  compel  employers  of  females  to  furnish  seats  for  such 
employes,  and  to  prescribe  penalties  for  violation  thereof." 
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The  second  section  of  this  act  is  as  follows:  **The  certificate  or  testi- 
mony of  any  regularly  licensed  and  practicing  physician  to  the  effect 
that,  in*his  opinion,  any  person  or  corporation  in  this  state,  or  any  agent 
of  such  person  or  corporation,  is  not  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
section  1  of  this  act  in  respect  to  any  specified  employe  or  employes 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  by  such  person,  corporation 
or  agent,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
prosecuting  attorney,  wiienever  he  is  informed  of  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  cause  the  matter  to  be  at  once  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  and  to  assist  in  furnishing  evi- 
dence of  such  violation,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  any  other  person  from  making  such  complaint  and  furnishing 
such  evidence,  nor  to  interfere  with  the  discharge  of  their  lawful  duty 
by  all  state  and  county  officers." 

There  is  a  fundamental  principle  in  our  criminal  jurisprudence  that  a 
man  is  presumed  to  be  innocent  until  he  is  proven  guilty.  This  beneficent 
presumption  has,  without  exception,  been  recognized  and  applied  by 
every  court  in  every  criminal  proceeding  in  this  country  from  the  foun- 
dation of  our  government  to  the  present  time.  It  is  a  part  of  the  un- 
written constitution,  and  the  citizen  relies  upon  it  as  a  shield  to  his 
innocence,  and  he  invokes  its  aid  in  every  criminal  accusation  which 
may  be  brought  again.st  him. 

That  portion  of  section  3  of  this  act  which  makes  the  opinion  of  any 
regularly  licensed  and  practicing  physician  pmwa/ac/e  evidence  of  guilt 
not  only  destroys  the  presumption  of  innocence,  but  would  authorize  a 
conviction  under  the  act  without  any  other  evidence  than  the  opinion  of 
a  physician. 

Prima  facie  evidence  of  a  fact  is  "that  evidence  which  is  sufficient  to 
establish  the  fact  unless  rebutted." 

From  this  it  will  be  perceived  that  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  a 
magistrate  would  not  only  be  authorized,  but  would  be  compelled  to  find 
the  accused  guilty  solely  on  the  opinion  of  a  physician,  unless  the 
accused  should  offer  evidence  and  establish  his  innocence. 

In  addition  to  this  objection  there  is  another  which  would  be  conclu- 
sive with  me  if  no  other  existed.  The  power  is  given  to  any  practicing 
physician,  by  the  mere  expression  of  an  opinion,  in  writing,  to  render 
any  citizen  prima  Jacie  guilty  of  a  violation  of  law,  and  thus  disgrace 
and  degrade  him,  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent,  in  the  eyes  of  his  fellow- 
citizens.  The  citizen  injured  by  the  certificate  would  have  no  redress 
unless  he  could  show  actual  malice  on  the  part  of  the  physician. 

The  design  of  this  act  can  be  reached  without  embracing  that  portion 
of  section  2  herein  referred  to;  hence  I  have  less  hesitation  in  withhold- 
ing my  signature.

When  a  boy  or  girl,  imder  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  shall,  in  any 
court  of  record,  be  found  guilt  of  any  crime  excepting  felonious,  the  said 
court  miiy,  if  in  its  opinion  the  accused  is  a  proper  subject  thereof,  instead 
of  entering  judgment,  cause  an  order  to  be  entered  that  said  hoy  or  girl 
he  sent  to  the  "Washington  Reform  School,'  piu'snant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act;  and  a  copy  of  said  order,  duly  certified  by  the  clerk,  under  the 
seal  of  said  court,  shall  he  a  sufficient  warrant  for  carrying  said  hoy  or 
girl  to  sjiid  school,  and  for  his  or  her  commitment  to  the  custody  of  the 
superintendent  thereof. 

"Sec.  18.  When  a  boy  or  girl,  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  shall  he  con- 
victed before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  inferior  court  of  any  crime, 
or  of  being  a  disorderly  jjerson,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  magistrate  be- 
fore whom  he  or  she  may  be  convicted  to  forthwith  send  said  boy  or  girl, 
together  with  all  the  papers  tiled  in  the  office  on  the  subject,  under  the 
control  of  some  officer,  to  the  superior  judge,  or  a  judge  of  a  court  of 
record,  who  shall  then  issue  an  order  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said 
boy  or  girl,  or  such  person  as  may  have  him  or  her  in  charge,  or  with 
whom  he  or  she  has  last  resided,  or  one  known  to  be  nejirly  related  to 
him  or  her,  or  if  he  or  she  be  alone  or  friendless,  then  to  such  person  as 
said  judge  may  appoint  to  act  as  guardian  ad  litem,  requiring  him  or  her 
to  appear  at  a  time  and  j)lace  stated  in  said  order  to  show  cause  why  said 
hoy  or  girl  should  not  be  conmiitted  to  the  "reform school"  for  reforma- 
tion and  instruction. 

"Sec.  19.  Said  order  shall  be  served  by  the  sheritT  or  other  officer  by 
delivering  a  copy  thereof,  p(n*sonally,  to  the  party  to  whom  it  is  addressed, 
or  leaving  it  with  some  person  of  fidl  age  at  the  residence  or  business  of 
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said  party,  and  immediate  return  shall  l»e  made  to  tiie  said  judge  of  the 
tinn*  and  manner  of  said  service.  The  fees  of  judge,  sheriff  or  other 
otiieer  under  this  act  shall  Ik*,  the  same  as  now  allowed  by  law  for  like 
services. 

"8Er.  20.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  order,  or  to  the 
time  and  place  to  which  it  may  be  adjourned,  if  the  parent  or  guardian 
to  whom  said  order  may  be  addressed  shall  appear  there  (then)  in  his  or 
her  presence,  or  if  he  or  she  shall  fail  to  appear,  then  in  the  presence  of 
some  suitable  person  to  whom  the  said  judge  shall  appoint  as  guardian 
ad  litem,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  judge  to  proceed  to  take 
voluntary  (examination  of  said  boy  or  girl  and  hear  the  statements  of  the 
party  ai)pearing  for  him  or  her,  and  such  testimony  in  relation  to  tlie 
ease  as  may  be  produced,  and  if  upon  such  examination  and  hearing  the 
sai<l  judge  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  boy  or  girl  is  a  fit  subject  for  the 
"•Washington  Reform  School'  he  may  commit  him  or  her  to  said  school 
1)V  warrant. 

"Sec.  21  The  judge  shall  certify,  in  the  warrant,  in  which  the  boy  or 
girl  resided  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  arrest;  also  his  or  her  age,  as  near 
as  can  l)e  ascertained,  and  command  the  said  officer  to  take  the  said  boy 
or  girl  and  deliver  him  or  her  without  delay  to  the  superintendent  of  said 
school,  or  other  person  in  charge  thereof,  at  the  place  where  the  same  i^ 
-established,  and  such  certificate,  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  shall  be  con- 
clusive evidence  of  his  or  her  residence  or  age.  Accompanying  this 
warrant  the  judge  shall  transmit  to  the  superintendent,  by  the  offieer 
executing  it,  a  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  complaint,  together  with 
such  other  particulars  concerning  the  boy  or  girl  as  the  judge  is  able  to 
ascertain. 

* '  Sec.  22.  If  the  judge  is  of  opinion  that  the  boy  or  girl  is  not  a  fit  subject 
for  the  school,  or  if  said  boy  or  girl  shall  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
court  in  which  the  conviction  was  had,  he  shall  remand  him  or  her  in 
charge  to  be  returned  to  the  magistrate  before  whom  the  conviction  was 
had  to  be  tlealt  with  according  to  law. 

"Sec.  28.  If  any  parent  or  guardian  shall  make  complaint  to  a  superior 
judge,  or  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  that  any  boy  or  girl,  the  child  or 
)vard  of  such  parent  or  guardian,  is  habitually  vagrant  or  disorderly,  or 
incorrigible,  it  shall  be,  and  may  be,  lawful  for  said  judge  to  issue  a  war- 
rant to  the  sheriff  or  constable  to  cause  said  boy  or  girl  to  be  brought 
before  him  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint,  when  and  where 
said  judge  shall  examine  the  parties,  and  if,  in  his  judgment,  the  boy  or 
girl  is  a  fit  subject  for  the  reform  school,  he  may  issue  an  order,  with  the 
consent  of  the  said  parent  or  guardian  indorsed  thereon,  to  be  executed 
by  a  sheriff  or  constable,  committing  said  boy  or  girl  to  the  custody  of 
the  sui)erintendent  of  said  school  for  reformation  and  instruction  till  he 
or  she  shall  attain  the  age  of  majority:  Provided.  That  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  saitl  complaint,  commitment  and  of  carrying 
said  boy  or  girl  to  the  reform  school,  and  the  expenses  of  the  board  at 
such  school  may.  in  the  discretion  of  said  judge,  be  recjuired  of  said  par- 
ent or  guardian.

Your  Committee  on  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred  House  hill  No.  69, 
to  amend  chapter  CXXXVII  of  the  Ccxle  of  Washington,  entitled  "Liens 
on  logs,  spars,  piles,  lumher  an<l  timher,"  so  as  to  give  a  lien  U)  persons 
furnishing  materials  or  supplies,  have  ha<l  the  same  under  careful  consider- 
eration,  and  find  that  the  law  now  in  forct?  gives  a  lien  to  till  lahorers  in  log- 
ging camps  on  the  output  for  their  wages.  This  hill  seeks  to  extemi  the 
lien  to  all  jjersons  furnishing  materials  or  supplies,  which,  in  the  judgment 
of  your  ccminiittee,  is  extending  the  lien  entirely  too  far.  and  woulti  he  the 
cause  of  ilriving  many  individual  loggers  and  those  logging  in  a  small 
way  out  of  the  husiness,  to  the  injury  of  the  puhlic,  and  to  tlie  great  sat- 
isfaction of  the  wealthy  logging  corporations  and  companies.  This  ex- 
tension t)f  the  lien,  we  think,  wouhi  in  some  cases  cause  loss  of  wages  to 
the  laborers  in  logging  camps.  This  hill  makes  no  provision  for  giving 
notice  when  a  lien  is  filed,  to  the  principal  or  agent  running  the  logging 
camp,  which  your  committee  thinks  is  a  defect,  as  the  camp  may  V)e  situ- 
ated a  long  way  from  where  the  lien  is  filed.  Therefore,  your  committee 
respectfully  reports  hack  to  the  House.  House  hill  No.  69,  recommending, 
unanimously,  that  it  do  not  pass.  J.  E.  TrcKKR,  (Chairman.

Mk.  SrKAUEK: 

Your  Conmiittee  on  Ways,  Means  and  Chiiras,  to  whom  was  refeiTed 
Houso  hill  No.  98,  entitlcMl  "An  act  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000  to 
j)ay  deficiency  hi  the  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary Jit  Walla  Walla,"  have  liad  tlic  same  under  consideration  and  report 
as  follows:  It  appearing  to  the  committee  from  list  of  unpaid  accounts, 
suhmitt4Ml  by  the  board  of  commissioners,  that  the  amotmt  of  deficiencv 
is  $17,752.28;  therefore,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  bill  he 
amended  so  as  to  appropriate  $17,752.28  instead  of  $20,000,  and  the  bill 
being  so  amended,  recommend  that  it  do  pass.

Mk.  Speakeu: 

Your  Committee  on  Water  Rights  and  Irrigation,  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  bill  No.  67,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  persons,  companies  and 
corporations  owning,  leasing  or  o])erating  lines  of  riiilway  witliin  tliis 
state  to  take,  acquire,  own.  negotiat(»,  sell  and  guarantee  bonds  of  com- 
panies or  corporations  organized  for  the  ])urpose  of  irrigating  and  re- 
claiming lands  within  this  state,"  res])ectfully  report  that  in  its  judgment 
the  said  hill  ought  not  to  become  a  law.  The  reasons  for  this  conclusion 
are  as  follows: 

1.  The  body  of  this  act  is  broader  than  its  title,  in  that  the  title  states 
the  object  of  the  act  to  he  "to  authorize  j)ersons,  companies  and  corpora- 
tions owning,  leasing  or  operating  lines  of  railway  within  this  state  to 
take,  accjuire,  own,  negotiate,  siA\  and  guarantee  bonds  of  companies  or 
corpoi'ations,  etc.,"  while  by  section  2  of  the  act,  such  persons,  companies 
and  (corporations  are  authorized  to  make  contracts,  organize  companies 
or  corporations  and  to  lend  their  credit,  and  to  do  any  and  all  other  things 
necessary  to  accomj)lisli  the  proj)er  irrigation  and  reclamation  of  arid 
lands.  Under  the  title  affixed  to  said  bill,  all  the  provisions  of  section  2 
of  the  act  would  be  wholly  inoperative. 

2.  The  bill  professes  to  emj)ower  persons  and  companies  to  do  the  sev- 
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eral  things  vvliich  corporations  may  by  tin?  provisions  of  the  l)ill  do.  This 
is  wholly  nnn<H^e.ssarv.  Persons  and  companies  of  individuals  may  already 
do  these  things  without  further  authorization. 

3.  The  provisions  of  section  2  of  the  bill  are  general,  indefinite,  and 
the  language  therein  employed  very  inartificial  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
intended. 

Your  committee  deem  the  objects  intended  to  ])e  accomplished  by  this 
hill  very  deserving,  and  have  drafted  a  substitute  for  the  same,  which  it 
herewith  presents,  and  the  passage  of  which  it  recommends.  The  provis- 
ions of  the  substitute,  as  will  be  seen,  are  contined  to  corporations.  It 
authorizes  such  corporations  to  take,  acquire,  own.  negotiate,  sell  and 
guarantee  stocks  as  well  as  bonds  of  companies  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  irrigation;  thus  accomplishing  the  purpose  of  section  2  of  the  original 
hill,  which  authorizes  such  corporations  to  make  contracts,  organize  com- 
panies and  corporations,  lend  them  credit,  and  to  do  all  other  things  nec- 
e.ssary  to  a<'<'omplish  the  irrigation  of  arid  lands  contiguous  or  tributary 
to  their  lines  of  railway.  The  second  section  of  the  sul)stitute  authorizes 
such  corporations  to  themselves  build,  own  and  operate  irrigating  ditches 
or  canals. 

It  is  believed  that  it  is  only  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  ways  that  cor- 
porations can  legally  and  properly  aid  in  the  reclamation  of  arid  lands 
along  the  lines  of  their  roads,  and  for  this  reason  the  provisions  of  the 
substitute  specifically  confine  the  ways  and  means  to  be  employed  by  cor- 
porations in  the  reclamation  of  arid  lands,  in  the  manner  before  stated. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RAILROADS. 

Mu.  Spkakek: 

We.  the  undersigned  members  of  your  Committee  on  Railroads,  beg 
leave  to  dissent  from  tin*  views  expressed  by  the  majority  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons,  to  wit: 

The  constitution,  adopted  by  the  vote  of  a  large  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple of  this  state,  declares  iu  section  13.  article  12.  as  follows:  "All  rail- 
road, canal  and  other  transportation  comj)anies  are  declared  to  Im» 
common  cari'iers,  and  subject  to  legislative  control,"  and  in  s€»ction  1^. 
same  article,  'The  legislature  shall  pass  laws  establishing  reasonaMe 
maximum  rates  of  charg(;s  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  anil 
freight,  aiul  to  correct  abuses  and  to  prevent  discrimination  and  extor- 
tion in  the  rates  of  frtdght  and  passenger  tariffs  on  the  ditTereiit  railroads 
and  other  common  carriers  in  the  state,  and  shall  enforce  such  laws  bv 
adecpiate  penalties." 

*"A  railroad  and  transportation  commission  may  be  established  and  it* 
powers  and  duties  fully  delined  by  law."  Also,  in  section  29,  article  1. 
"The  provisions  of  this  constitution  are  mandatory  unless  by  express 
words  thev  are  declared  to  be  otherwise." 

Iu  these  bills,  only  such  subjects  are  sought  to  be  legislated  upon  as 
come  within  the  requirements  of  the  constitution  as  quoted  above,  and 
surely  it  doi's  not  become  us  to  shirk  a  plain  duty  laid  down  iu  the  con- 
stitution. 
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It  may  be  that  the  provisions  of  soiiio  of  these  bills  are  not  just  what 
will  meet  the  views  of  this  House,  but  that  some  legislation  should  be  had 
on  this  subject  ought  to  be  admitted  by  all. 

We  believe  that  House  bills  Nos.  119  and  129.  taken  together,  or  Honse 
bill  No.  161,  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  eonstitntion,  be  just  to 
the  railroads  and  just  to  the  people  of  thjs  state,  and  we  therefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  House  bills  Nos.  119  and  129,  or  House  bill  No.  1(>1, 
with  siu-h  amendments  as  may  be  thought  best  by  this  House. 

As  the  subject  matter  of  House  bill  No.  143  is  embraced  in  tlie  other 
bills,  we  have  no  report  to  make  upon  it.  B.  R.  Ostrandek,

Gentlemen  —  About  1,000  copies  of  the  last  report  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction  of  Washington  Territory  have  been  printed, 
and  are  now  ready  for  distribution.  Section  2  of  the  present  school  law 
requires  that  when  printed  they  shall  be  delivered  to  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  for  distribution,  and  that  he  shall  deliver  to  the 
librarian  of  the  territory  (now  state)  two  copies,  to  each  county  superin- 
t(»ndent  one  copy,  and  to  each  school  district  officer  one  copy.  This  will 
require  4,681  copies,  making  no  allowance  for  the  formation  of  new  dis- 
tricts since  last  reports.  Aside  from  this,  it  is  customary  to  exchange 
reports  with  other  states  and  territories,  and  with  the  principal  ednca- 
tional  in.stitutions  of  those  states  and  ten*itories.  This,  in  round  num- 
bers, will  recpiire  5,000  copies,  or  the  printing  of  4,000  copies  in  addition 
to  the  present  edition.  It  is  evidently  a  subject  for  legislative  action,  to 
which  I  most  respectfully  call  your  attention.

I  lissunie  tin*  employment  of  the  clia])!:!!!!  referred  to  in  this  connec- 
tion is  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  prayer  or  other  religions  exercise 
i>efore  that  bod  v. 

The  hiDguuge  of  the  entire  secti»  n  of  the  constitution  therein  referred 
to  is  as  follows: 

Sk<'.  11.  Absolute  freedom  of  eouHcienee  in  all  matters  of  religious  Kentinient.  belief 
and  wornhip  shall  be  guaranteed  to  every  individual,  and  Jio  oiu*  shall  be  niolewted  or 
di«JturlKMi  in  person  or  property  on  account  of  religion;  but  tlie  liberty  of  conscience 
hereby  secured  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  excuse  acta  of  licentiousness,  or  justify 
]>r>u*tices  inconsistent  with  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  state.  No  pui)lic  money  or  ])rop- 
crty  shall  be  appropriated  for  or  applied  to  any  religious  service,  exercise  or  instruction, 
or  the  sup|»ort  of  any  religious  establishment.  No  religious  ((ualifications  shall  be 
n-quired  for  any  public  office  or  employment,  nor  shall  any  person  be  incompetent  a«  a 
witness  or  juror  in  consequence  of  his  opinion  on  matters  of  religicm,  *ior  be  questi»)ned 
in  any  court  of  justice  toiu'hing  his  religious  belief  to  effect  the  weight  of  his  testimony. 

In  view  of  the  great  diversity  of  opinion  respecting  the  constitution- 
ality of  appropriating  pui)lic  money  for  the  purpo.se  of  employing  a 
chaplain  to  conduct  religious  exercises  before  the  diflferent  branclies  of 
the  state  legislature,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  considerable  number 
of  your  Ixuly  are  disinclined  to  acquiesce  in  the  report  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  Senate,  which  advi.sed  that  branch  upon  the  constitu- 
tionality of  appropriating  money  for  that  purpose,  I  have  deemed  the 
questiim  of  sufficient  importance  to  bestow  uj)on  its  investigation  consid- 
erable care  and  time. 

An  examination  of  all  the  constitutions  that  have  i)ecn  a<lopted  by  the 
diflferent  states  of  the  Union  discloses  the  fact  that  "with  the  excep- 
tion of  Oregon  and  New  Hampshire,  to  which  reference  will  be  hereafter 
made,  their  i)rovisions  on  this  subject  are  substantially  what  section  11  of 
our  bill  of  rights  would  have  been  if  tlu*  clause  (iuoled  in  your  communi- 
cation had  be<»n  omitteri  from  that  section,  or  in  other  w(n*ds,  that  lan- 
guage is  in  excess  of  the  language  that  has  been  emj)loycd  in  most  of 
the  other  states'  constitutions. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  strict  construction  of  the  words  (iui>ted 
in  your  communication  would  forbid  the  aj)propriation  of  the  public 
funds  to  pay  for  any  religious  exercises  or  services,  either  before  the 
State  Legislature  or  any  other  body;  but  it  is  urged  that  this  clause  must 
be  taken  in  connection  with  all  of  the  balance  of  the  section,  and  that 
taken  altogether  it  only  discloses  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  people 
to  prohibit  the  recognition  by  the  slate  of  any  religious  sects,  i>r  to  ap- 
propriate public  funds  for  sectarian  pur])oses  alone;  and   that  it  cannot

be  presumed  lliat  the  people  when  voting  for  this  eonstilutiou  intemliMl 
that  it  shonUl-  go'so  far  as  to  prohibit  the*  legishiture  from  appropriatinc 
public  funds  for  the  purpose  of  employing  a  chaplain  to  conduct  reUgi<ni> 
exercises  before  that  body. 

All  of  the  state  constitutions,  excepting  New  Hampshire,  which  maki'> 
an  express  provision  for  a  species  of  state  supi)ort  for  churches  of  the 
protestant  faith,  have  been  held  by  the  courts  to  accomplish  all  that  it  i^ 
contended  section  eleven  was  intended  to  acccmiplish. 

If  nothing  more  than  this  was  intended  by  the  people,  then  the  Ian 
guage  heretofore  referred  to  is  unnecessary  and  superlluou:-.  (  See  ('ooh\v 
on  Const.  Lira.,  page  469.) 

The  language  they  have  used  is  clear  and  unambiguous,  and  it  re(|uin'* 
considerable  ingenuity  to  construe  the  langimge  in  such  a  wayastomak*' 
its  meaning  at  all  dou])tfuI  or  uncertain. 

We  think  the  framers  of  the  constitution,  as  well  as  the  voters  to  whom 
that  document  was  >Hibmitted  for  ratification,  must  have  umhTstoo^l 
these  words  according  to  their  clear  meaning,  and  have  framed  the  con- 
stitution and  voted  for  it  with  the  intention  that  the  clear  meaning  of  il> 
language  should  be  observed  by  every  citizen  within  its  jurisdiction. 

Neither  does  it  s<'em  to  me  that  there  is  much  force  in  the  suggestion 
that  the  people  of  the  State  of  Washington,  being  a  Christian  people  can- 
not be  presimied  to  l^iwe  intended  to  overthrow  a  religious  prarti<»' 
which  has  heretofore  been  generally  ac(iui<*sced  in  in  the  several  states. 

It  seems  to  me  more  reasonable  to  presume  that  the  j)eople  of  tin' 
State  of  VV^ashinglon  held  similar  views  to  their  neighbors  upon  this  sub- 
ject, and  the  |)eople  of  the  State  of  Oregon  certainly  intended  and  di^'.ii)- 
erately  adopttul  this  preci.se  modification  of  the  ])revailing  custom  when 
their  constitution  was  adopted. 

Article  I,  section  5.  (Constitution  of  Oregon,  is  as  follows: 

"  No  numt'v  shall  hi'  drawn  from  ilii*  treasury  for  tin*  lu'iu'fil  of  any  ri'li)rl«nis«»r  tlu-o 
loifiral  iiKsiiiutioii,  nor  .shall  any  nionoy  hv  api>n»pnjitc«l  for  the  imymont  of  any  ri'l^unou* 
st•^vic•o,^  in  cithiT  honw  «»f  the  lepi.^lative  as.«5vmhly." 

To  construe  away,  by  resorting  to  any  ingiMiious  argument,  the  dear 
and  unambiguous  meaning  of  this  section  with  respect  to  the  employment 
of  the  chaplain  for  the  state  legislature,  would  justify  in  my  mind,  a  re 
sort  to  the  same  arguments  for  the  purpose  of  authorizing  school  hoanN 
to  employ  a  cha})lain  at  a  stated  salary  to 'perform  religious  services  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  state ;  for  if  it  is  necessary  or  beneficial  forlhe 
branches  of  the  state  legislature  that  the  .ses.sion  should  be  opened  hyn* 
ligious  service,  it  is  ecpially  necessary  and  beneficial  that  the  j)ul)lieschooK 
should  be  opened  in  the  same  way.  and  the  disregard  of  the  will  of  the 
people  in  the  one  case,  would  be  to  my  min<l  no  greater  than  in  the  other. 

1  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  no  public  money  can  lawfully  In* 
appropriated  for  or  applied  to  any  religious  worship  or  exerci.se  iM'fon* 
either  branch  of  the  state  legislature.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE. 

Mr.  Speaker: 

We.  the  undersigned  members  of  your  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to 
whom  Senate  bill  No.  11  was  refen*ed,  beg  leave  to  dissent  from  the  re- 
port of  the  chairman  of  this  committee  for  the  following  reasons,  to  wit: 

Early  during  the  session  of  this  House  a  similar  bill  was  before  this 
committee,  and  after  laboriously  considering  the  same  it  was  decided 
that  the  best  way  to  locate  all  state  institutions  was  by  a  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  but  since  that  time  this  House  has  in  two  in- 
stances pa.ssed  a  bill  locating  a  normal  school  inaparticidar  county,  viz.: 
One  at  Lynden,  in  Whatcom  county,  and  one  at  Cheney,  in  Spokane 
county. 

There  is  now  pending  before  the  Senate  a  bill  to  locate  the  two  normal 
s«-hools  above  mentioned,  together  with  one  at  Ellensburgh,  in  Kittitas 

county,  and  one  at ,  in  Lewis  county.     With  these  precedents  before 

lis,  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  recommending  the  passage  of  this  bill,  be- 
lieving, as  we  do.  that  Whitman  county  possesses  advantages  superior  to 
those  of  any  other  county  in  the  state  for  such  an  institution. 

And.  furthermore,  it  is  quite  important  that  some  bill  become  a  law 
>oon.  lest  the  appropriation  made  by  congress  for  the  support  of  an 
"experimental  station"  in  connection  with  the  agricultural  college  be 
not  incorporated  in  the  a])propriation  bill  at  this  session  of  congress.

Amend  .section  3  by  inserting  the  words  "or  so  much  thereof  as  nia) 
be  sold  or  leased  within  live  years,"  after  the  word  "lami,"  in  line8.anu 
by  inserting  the  word  "mineral"  after  the  word  "stone,"  in  line 6. 

Amend  section  .">  to  read: 

"Sec.  5.  So  soon  as  maybe  practicable  after  the  expiration  o' '^'^^^ 
days  from  the  reception  of  the  re))orts  of  the  county  commissiow^^'' " 
the  several  counties,    the  said  slate  lanil  commission   shall  deterniiiie 
what,  if  any.  of  said  school  lands  .shall  be  .sold  prior   to  January  hr>. 
eighteen  hundreil  and  ninety-five,  taking  care  that  no  more  than  '^"'' 
fourth  in  (quantity  of  .said  lands  shall  be  sold,  or  listed  for  sale,  pn^^  ^ 
said  date:  Providvft.  Thai  each  county  shall  have,  if  desired,  onefo"'^' 
of  the  school  lands  in  such  cotmty  offered  for  sale  prior  to  January  nr?- 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five.  an<l  not  more  than  one  huiidren  ai 
sixty  acres  shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  oni*  parcel:  And  provided P'^^'* 
When  ten  or  more  ele<'tors.  being  heads  of  families,  living  in  thevu'in  . 
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nf  any  school  hind,  shall  ptHition  the  l)oar<l  of  county  coniniissionei'S  to 
'^iibilivide  said  land  into  lots  of  not  less  than  two  acres,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  l)oai*d  to  examine  said  land  and  hear  such  evidence  as  thev 
may  deem  proper,  as  to  the  a<lvisal)ility  of  subdividing  the  same.  If,  in 
their  opinion,  the  value  of  the  land  will  be  enhanced  by  such  subilivisioyii, 
iliev  nniv  <livide  said  land  and  offer  the  same  for  sale  as  hereinbefore 
provided:  Awl  provided  further.  That  where  said  land  is  in  or  within 
two  miles  of  the  corporate  limits  of  any  incorporated  city,  town  or  vil- 
lage, the  same  shall  be  platted  into  lots  and  blocks  of  not  more  than  five 
acres  in  one  block,  said  plat  to  conform  as  nearly  as  is  ])raeticable  to  the 
part  of  the  city,  town  or  village  to  which  it  may  become  a  part,  and  that 
not  more  than  one  block  shall  be  ottered  for  sale  in  one  parc(d.  The  said 
*itate  land  commission  may  confirm  or  reject  the  appraisement  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  from  any  county,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or

Amend  section  7  by  inserting  the  words  "by  the  person  claiming  the 
improvements,  or  by  his  consent,"  after  the  word   "premises."  in  line  4. 

Amend  section  8  by  inserting  the  words  "until  the  time  of  its  being 
offered  for  sale  or  lease,  as  provided  in  this  act,  upon  such  terms  as  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  may  prescribe."  after  the  word  "land," 
in  line  11;  and  by  adding  the  following  words  to  the  cn<l  of  section,  to 
wit:  ''Prodded,  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  land  within  two 
miles  of  any  incorporated  city,  town  or  village." 

Amend  section  9  by  .striking  out  the  word  "and"  before  the  word 
"place."  in  line  14.  and  by  inserting  the  words  "and  terms"  after  the 
word  "place,"  in  line  14,  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "in  three  con- 
spicuous places  six  weeks  before  the  day  of  sale,"  in  lines  18  antl  19,  and 
inserting  the  words  "as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  act." 

Strike  out  section  10,  and  change  the  numbers  of  all  other  .sections  so 
as  to  number  consecutively. 

Amend  section  10  by  inserting  the  word  "mineral"  after  the  word 
"Stone."  in  lines  4,  0.  9  and  11.

.'     And  such  'cruiser'  shall  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  live  ihon 

sand  didlars  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  shall  receive  live 
dollars  ])er  day  for  each  day  necessarily  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  hi* 
duties." 

'*Se<'.  15.  All  purchasers  of  the  timber  growing  on  school  land?  sludl 
have  power  to  enter  tipon  said  lands  and  remove  the  timber  therefrom,

Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Washington  School  for  Defective  Youth,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  second  biennial  report  of  the  trustees  of  said  school, 
have  thoroughly  examined  the  same  and  find  it  to  be  both  concise  and 
complete.  First  in  the  report  appears  a  short  statement  by  the  trus- 
t«»es,  Sitting  forth  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible  the  origin,  location, 
general  history  and  present  condition  of  the  institution.  Following  this 
is  an  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  to  finish  the  building  and  fence 
and  l)eautify  the  grounds.  After  this  comes  suggestions  on  compulsory 
education  of  defective  youth,  the  statement  closing  with  the  reconi- 
mendaticn  that  500  copi(;s  of  the  report,  as  submitted  to  the  governor,  be 
printed.  Following  the  statement  of  the  trustees  is  a  complete  itemize<l 
acc«mnt  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  institution  for  the  past 
two  years.

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  begs  leave  to  report  that 
House  bill  No.  125,  entitled  "An  act  to  secm*e  creditors  a  just  division  of 
the  estates  of  debtors  who  convey  to  assignees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors," 
has  been  carefully  compared  with  the  engrossed  copy  thereof  and  found 
correctly  enrolled.  C.  E.  Foster,  Chairman. 

Mr.  Person  presented  House  concurrent  resolution  No.  .'U,  Rela- 
tive to  final  adjournment  on  March  15th. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ilerren,  the  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
joint  select  committee  appointed  to  fix  a  day  for  final  adjournment 
of  this  session  of  the  le^jislature. 

Mr.  Geoghegan  presented  the  following  resolution: 

ReJiolced,  That  the  annexed  report  of  the  building  commissioners  of 
the  Wiishington  School  for  Defective  Youth  be  printed  together  with  the 
report  of  the  trustees  of  the  school. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  (^eoghegan,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Moultray  introduced  the  following  resolution,  and  moved  its 
adoption: 

Resolved  by  the  Hoiisc,  That  whereas,  section  30  of  article  2  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Washington  provides:  A  member  who  has  a  pri- 
vate interest  in  any  bill  or  measure  proposed  or  pending  before  the 
legislature  shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the  house  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber, and  shall  not  vote  thereon;  and  whereas,  a  bill  now  pending  be- 
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fore  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington  gives  to  ownere  of  lands 
abutting  on  the  shores  of  Puget  Sound  certain  private  interests  in  prior 
rights  to  tide  or  shore  lands  in  front  of  their  abutting  property;  there- 
fore, the  attorney  general  is  hereby  requested  to  furnish  this  body,  at  an 
early  date,  an  opinion  as  to  whether  any  member,  owner  of  such  abutt- 
ing lands,  will  eome  under  the  provisions  of  said  section  of  the  consti- 
tution. 

On  motion  of  Mr.   Ilerren,  the  resolution  was  indefinitely  \n>si- 
poned.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gandy,  tbe  following  message  from  the  gov- 
ernor was  taken  up: 

Olympia,  Fcbruarv  25,  l8iW. 
To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  WashingUtn: 

Gentlemen  — I  herewith  return  House  bill  No.  27.  entitled  "An act  to 
regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Washinjftou. 
and  to  license  physicians  and  surgeons,  to  punish  all  persons  violatinjr 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  repeal  all  laws  in  conflict  therewith,"' 
with  my  objections  thereto. 

The  enactment  of  laws  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  human 
life  and  health  is  both  commendable  and  necessary.  The  constitution 
imposes  upon  the  legislature  the  enactment  of  laws  to  regulate  the  prju' 
tice  of  medicine  and  surgery. 

On  a  former  occasion  I  directed  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  thi^ 
subject,  and  I  renew  the  recommendation  that  1  then  made. 

The  laws  to  be  enacted,  however,  should  not  contravene  the  plain  ]»ro- 
visions  of  the  constitution;  they  should  not  confer  upon  a  small  body  of 
persons  undetined,  unlimited  and  autocratic  powers,  under  which  certain 
classes  of  our  fellow  citizens  might  be  made  to  suffer  irreparable  injury, 
and  a  still  larger  chuss  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  employ  .such  meilical 
advice  and  assistance  as  may,  to  them,  seem  proper  and  advisable;  ariKhi 
which  they  have  always  regarded  as  sacred  and  constitutional. 

The  legislature  has  undoubtedly  the  power  to  provide  for  a  l)oanl  of 
medical  examiners,  but  it  cannot  confer  upon  such  board  unconstitutio"''*' 
powers. 
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The  le^Lsluture  can  create  inferior  fourts,  ])iit  it  caiiuot  confer  upon 
such  courts  legislative  powers.  This  principle  has  been  declared  by  our 
supreme  court  during  its  present  term. 

The  most  serious  objections  to  this  bill  are  (contained  in  section  8, 
which  is  as  follows:  "All  persons  hereafter  commencing  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery,  in  any  of  its  branches,  in  this  state,  shall  apply  to 
said  board  for  a  license  so  to  do.  and  such  applicant,  at  the  time  and 
pliice  designated  by  said  board,  or  at  the  regular  meeting  of  said  board, 
shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  the  following  branches,  to  wit:  Anat- 
omy, physiology,  chemistry',  histology,  materia  medica,  therapeutics,  pre- 
ventive ineilicines.  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  diseases  of 
women  and  children,  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  diseases  of  the  eye 
aud  ear.  medical  jurisprudence,  and  such  other  branches  as  the  board 
shall  deem  advisable.  Said  board  shall  cause  such  examination  to  be  both 
scientific  and  practical,  and  of  sufficient  severity  to  test  the  candidate's 
fitness  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery.  After  examination,  if  the  same 
he  satisfactory,  said  board  shall  grant  a  license  to  such  applicant  to  prac- 
tice medicine  and  surgery  in  the  State  of  Washington;  which  said  license 
can  only  be  granted  by  the  consent  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  members  of 
said  board,  an<l  which  said  license  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretaiy  and  attested  by  the  seal  thereof.  The  fee  for  such  examination 
shall  be  ten  ($10)  dollars,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  to  the  treas- 
urer of  said  board  toward  defraying  the  expen.se  thereof ;  and  such  board 
may  refuse  or  revoke  a  license  for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  con- 
duct. In  all  such  cases  of  refusal  or  revocation,  the  apjilicant  may  ap- 
peal to  the  appointing  power  of  said  board." 

Tnder  this  section  a  majority  of  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners 
may  refuse  to  grant  a  license  to  any  applicant  merely  by  saying  "we  an' 
licit  satisfied  with  your  examination." 

The  language  of  the  bill  is:  "After  examination,  if  the  same  be  satis- 
factory, said  board  shall  grant  a  license,"  etc.  From  this  it  will  readily  Im» 
.seen  that  a  physician  ma}'  come  to  this  state  to  reside  and  practice  his 
profession ;  his  reputation  may  be  national,  and  his  private  and  pro- 
fessioiuil  character  mav  be  immaculate;  he  mav  be  examined  bv  the  board 

ft  '  •  • 

upon  all  the  subjects  prescribed,  and  his  proficiency  may  be  perfect,  yet 
five  (ij)  members  of  the  board  haveonlvto  say  "vour  examination  is  not 
.satisfactory."  and  refu.«ie  to  grant  him  a  license.  He  has  no  remedy. 
There  is  no  appeal  from  this  decision.  The  bill  gives  no  appeal,  except 
in  cases  where  th<»  board  refuses  or  revokes  a  license  for  unprofessional 
or  dishonorable  conduct.  The  applicant  for  a  license  is  compelled  to 
leave  the  state  and  go  where  such  arbitrary  jiowers  are  not  conferred 
\i\nm  a  board  of  medical  examiners.  If  the  board  can  thus  decide  in  one 
case,  it  can  in  all;  and.  therefore,  it  would  be  within  the  power  of  the  board 
to  n»fu.se  a  licen.se  to  every  physician  whose  views  in  regard  to  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  were  not  in  consonance  with  a  majority  of  the  board. 

It  may  be  .said  that  it  is  not  probable  that  this  cour.se  will  ever  be  pur- 
sued by  any  board  which  may  be  appointed.  This  is  a  mere  matter  of 
opinion,  and  cannot  be  demonstrated.     No  law  should  ever  be  enacted 
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undor  which  it  would  bo  possible  that  tho  citizen  coiihl  suffer  injusiicr 
and  wronjf.  History  teaches  that  autocratic  and  unlimited  powers  ha v»* 
almost  universally  been  abused.  Human  nature  has  been  the  same  in  all 
ajfes.  Seltishness  ancl  self-interest  are  as  predominatinjjj  traits  of  chanir 
ter  to-day  as  they  have  ever  been  in  the  pjvst. 

Justice  Matthews,  in  a  case  decided  in  the  supreme  (H)url  of  the  L'niU'il 
States,  118  U.  S.  Soft,  uses  this  language:  "When  we  consider  the  naluiv 
and  the  theory  of  our  institutions  of  government,  the  principles  upon 
which  they  are  supposed  to  rest,  and  review  the  history  of  their  devclo))- 
ment.  we  are  constrained  to  (tonclude  that  thev  do  not  mean  to  leave  nwrni 
for  th<*  play  and  action  of  purely  personal  and  arbitrary  power." 

Another  objection  to  the  bill  arises  under  section  12  of  the  deelaniiion 
of  rights,  which  is  as  follows:  **No  law  shall  be  passed  granting  to  anv 
citizen,  class  of  citizens,  or  corj)oration  other  than  municipaU  privil»»ew 
or  immunities  which  upon  the  same  terms  shall  not  equally  l)elongt<>all 
citizens  or  corparations." 

The  bill,  although  not  in  express  terms,  yet  by  clear  implication,  ]H*r- 
mits  every  citizen,  who  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  the  time 
the  bill  should  become  a  law,  to  continue  such  ])ractice  without  exaniins- 
tion.  Yet  another  class  who  desin*  to  commence  the  practice,  after  the 
law  takes  effect,  must  submit  to  certain  conditions  which  are  not  imposf^l 
upon  the  other  class.  The  bill  therefore  confers  upon  one  cl:i.*s  of  citi- 
zens important  privileges  which  cannot,  upon  the  same  terms,  beenjovtHl 
by  another  class,  and  is  then»fore  in  contlict  with  the  eon.stitutiou.  In 
addition  to  this,  section  7  of  the  bill  expressly  excepts  from  its  operation 
a  certain  class,  which  cannot  constitutionally  be  done. 

Another  objection  to  the  bill  is,  that  it  (confers  legislative  pow^r  np«n 
the  board  of  examiners.  The  constitution  section  2,  article  XX.  is:i* 
follows:  "The  legislature  shall  enact  laws  to  regulate  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  an«l  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines."  The  bill 
provides  that  the  board  may  refu!<e  or  revoke  a  license  for  unprofessional 
or  dishonorable  conduct,  but  it  does  not  describe  what  acts  shall  con>ti- 
stitute  unprofessional  or  di.-^honorable  conduct. 

There  is  no  recognized  standard  or  cotle  of  medical  ethics  definiiip 
what  is  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct,  which  will  conin»l  the 
board  in  their  action;  hence  the  board  has  unlimited  power  toadopt:«nch 
rules  and  regulations  upon  this  subject  as  they  may  deem  projier.  Tin'* 
rules  and  regulations,  when  adoi)ted,  will  have  the  force  and  effei't  of 
laws,  and  will  regulate  the  ])racti(?e  of  nunlicine  and  surgery  in  this  slaU*. 
although  the  constitution  declares  that  the  laws  to  regulate  the  pracli^'e 
of  medicine  and  surgery  shall  be  enacted  by  the  legislature. 

Judge  Cooley.  in  his  article  upon  (Constitutional  Limitations,  sa.^'s: 
"One  of  the  .settled  maxims  in  constitutional  law  is.  that  the  power  con- 
ferred upon  the  legislature  to  make  laws  cannot  be  delegati»d  by  thai 
department  to  any  other  body  or  authority.  Wher-e  the  sovereign  power 
of  the  state  has  located  the  authority,  there  it  must  remain;  and  hy  th«* 
constitutional  agency  ;iloni»  the  laws  must  be  made  until  the  constitution 
itwlf  is  changed.   The  power  to  whose  judgment,  wisdom  and  patriotism 
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this  high  pnM'ogativp  has  boon  intrnst«Hl  cs&unot  relieve  itself  of  the  re- 
»ponBibility  by  choosing  other  agencies  upon  which  the  power  shall  \h* 
lievolveil,  nor  can  it  subatitute  the  judgment,  wisdom  and  patriotism  of 
any  other  Iwdy  for  those  to  which  alone  the  people  have  seen  fit  to  con- 
fide this  sovereign  trust/' 

The  uulimited  power  given  to  the  boai'd  to  revoke  the  license*  of  any 
physician  in  this  state,  at  any  time,  for  a  violation  of  what  the  l)oard  may 
declare  or  think  to  be  a  dishonoralde  or  unprofessional  act,  is  in  conHict 
with  the  fifth  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  This 
deirlares  that  no  pei'son  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property 
without  due  process  of  law. 

When  a  physician  has  complied  with  every  requirement  of  the  law, 
has  received  a  license,  and  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 
this  practice  is  of  value  to  him;  it  is  in  one  sense  property,  and  he  can- 
not be  deprived  of  it  without  due  process  of  law. 

The  whim  or  caprice  of  a  board  which  is  not  even  required  to  take  an 
oath  to  discharge  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  cannot  be  regarded  as 
due  process  of  law. 

In  the  case  of  Dent  versus  State  of  West  Virginia,  decided  in  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States  January  14,  1889.  Justice  Fields, 
referring  to  the  ({uestion  whether  a  right  to  practice  medicine  imder  a 
license  is  property,  says:  **  It  is  undoubtedly  the  right  of  every  citizen  of 
the  United  States  to  follow  any  lawful  calling,  business  or  profession  he 
may  choose,  subject  only  to  such  restrictions  as  are  imposed  upon  all 
persons  of  like  age,  sex  and  condition.  This  right  may,  in  many  respects, 
be  considered  as  a  distinguishing  feature  of  our  republican  institutions. 
Here  all  vocations  are  open  to  every  one  on  like  conditions.  All  may  be 
pursued  as  sources  of  livelihood,  some  requiring  years  of  study  and 
great  learning  for  their  successful  prosecution.  The  interest,  or.  as  it  is 
sometimes  termed,  the  estate  acquired  in  them,  that  is,  the  right  to  con- 
tinue their  prosecution,  is  often  of  great  value  to  the  posses.sors,  and 
cannot  be  arbitrarily  taken  from  them  any  more  than  their  real  or  per- 
sonal property  can  be  thus  taken." 

From  the  above  it  will  be  apparent  that  under  this  bill  a  j>erson  may 
be  deprived  by  this  board  of  what  is  regarded  under  the  constitution  as 
property.  No  trial  is  provided  for;  no  notice  is  re<iuired  to  be  given  to 
him,  and  if  after  his  license  is  revoked  he  continues  to  practice,  he  may 
be  fined  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  ($1()0)  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  for  ninety  days,  and  all  this  resulting  merely  Inn-ause  he  diffei*s 
with  five  men  in  what  they  may  regard  as  unprofessional  or  dishonorable 
conduct. 

It  is  true  that  in  case  of  a  revocation  of  license  an  appeal  may  be  taken 
to  the  governor.  It  is  a  serious  question  whether  this  is  not  uncimstitu- 
tional,  as  conferring  judicial  power  upon  the  executive  branch  of  the 
government. 

A  very  serious  question  arises  whether  the  power  given  to  the  boanl 
to  revoke  a  license  is  not  jmlicial  in  its  character.     If  this  is  the  case,  we 
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have  the  anomaly  of  one  body  olothod  with  both  legislative  and  judicial 
functions. 

it  may  Ih»  said  that  the  power  conferred  upon  the  board  of  examineiv 
•  is  similar  to  the  power  possessed  by  courts  to  disbar  attorneys.  Then* 
are  several  answers  to  this.  The  power  to  disbar  attorneys  is  exercised 
by  recognized  judicial  tribunals.  An  attorney  is  an  officer  ol  the  court. 
The  laws  of  Washington,  in  express  t«rms,  declare  what  the  duties  do 
volving  upon  attorneys  are,  and  a  violation  of  any  of  these  laws  con.^li 
tutes  dishonorable  and  unprofessional  conduct,  for  which  the  conn  can 
exercise  its  power  of  disbarment. 

A  few  states  have  adoi)ted  laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery,  but  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  law  where  the 
power  given  to,  the  board  of  medical  examiners  is  so  unlimited,  ami  mi 
liable  to  abuse,  as  the  power  given  to  the  board  under  the  present  bill. 
While  it  is  apparently  copied  from  a  law  enacted  by  one  of  our  sist«'r 
states,  it  is  very  dissimilar  on  the  important  point  that  it  affords  no  ap- 
peal where  the  board  refuses  to  grant  a  license  after  examination. 

It  is  eminently  proper  that  in  the  enactment  of  laws  we  should  look  io 
those  enacted  by  our  sister  states  which  are  .«tound,  wholesome  and  five 
from  constitutional  objections;  but  it  certainly  cannot  be  good  policy  I o 
follow  the  example  of  a  sister  state  in  the  enactment  of  a  law  to  which 
there  arc  serious  constitutional  objections,  which  confers  arhitrarv  ami 
despotic  power.  an<l  which  will  not  receive  the  sanction  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  our  fellow  citizens.  Ver^-  respectfully,  .

The  House  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  speaker  in 
the  chair. 

The  roll  was  called;  all  the  members  were  present  except  Messrs. 
Cornwell,  Edens,  Person,  Sharp,  and  Weatherford,  absent  on  leave. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  corrected,  and  approved 
as  corrected. 

Mr.  Gilchrist  presented  a  petition  from  citizens  of  Lewis  county, 
asking  for  the  passage  of  Senate  bill  No.  143,  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  of  free  conference  on  the  bill. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hughes,  it  was  ordered  that  House  bill  No. 
177,  A  bill  for  an  act  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and  collection 
of  taxes  in  the  State  of  Washington,  be  made  a  special  order  for  1 1 
o'clock  A.  M.  Wednesday,  and  that  it  be  considered  from  day  to 
day,  at*  the  pleasure  of  the  House,  until  disposed  of.

INTRODUCTION   OF  BILLS. 

Mr.  Geoghegan  introduced  House  bill  811,  An  act  appropriating 
J^3,500  to  pay  the  expenses  of  an  exhibit  of  the  products  of  the 
State  of  Washington  at  the  city  of  Boston,  Mass.,  during  the 
National  Encam]mient  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  for  the  year  1890. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Geoghegan,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the 
bill  was  read  first  and  second  time  by  title,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  A[)propriations,  and  was  ordered  printed. 

Mr.  Plummer  introduced  House  bill  No.  312,  An  act  for  the 
relief  of  the  board  of  pilot  commissioners  of  Puget  Sound. 

The  bill  was  read  first  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Plummer,  the  bill  was  read  second  time  by 
title,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  A])pro[)riations,  and  was 
ordered  printed. 

The  speaker  signed  House  bills  Nos.  20*2  and  209,  and  Senate 
bills  Nos.  162,  167  and  172,  and  Senate  memorial  No.  15,  in  the 
presence  of  the  House. 

The  roll  was  called  on  the  adoption  of  the  emergency  clause  of 
House  bill  No.  293,  An  act  establishing  a  unit  of  measure  for 
water  for  irrigation,  mining,  milling  an<l  mechanical  purposes, 
and  declaring  an  emergency;  there  were  yeas  53,  nays  none,  absent 
and  hot  voting  17.

House  bill  No.  284,  An  act  to  provide  for  the  change  of  boiimlary 
lines  between  counties,  as  amended  by  the  Committee  on  Counties 
and  County  Lines,  was  read  for  information. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eddy,  section  1  was  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  <*or  precinct,"  in  line  4. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw,  the  bill  was  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  *'a  majority"  and  inserting  *' three-fifths,""  in  line  1. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook,  section  1  was  amended  by  addiusj  the 
words  **also  in  eai*.h  election  precinct  to  be  affected  by  such  re- 
moval." 

Mr.  Eddy  moved  to  amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  words 
*'a  commission  consisting  of  the  state  auditor,  land  commissioner 
and  attorney  general  of .  the  state"  and  inserting  the  words  **to 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  or  counties  from  which 
said  territory  is  to  be  stricken  off." 

The  House  rejected  the  amendment. 

On  moticm  of  M.  Grant,  the  bill  was  laid  on  the  table  subject  to 
call. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HARBORS  AND  NAVKiABLE 

WATERS. 
Mr.  Speaker: 

The  Committee  on  Harbors  and  Navij^able  Waters,  to  whom  wa-^n*- 
committe<l  House  bill  No.  272,  entitled  **An  act  for  the  apprat.<in}; and 
dispo.^iing  of  the  tide  and  shore  lands  belonging  to  the  State  of  Wiishing- 
ton,  and  declaring  an  emergency  to  exist,"  for  the  purpose  of  reeora- 
mending  certain  amendments  thereto,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  s.ii<l 
committee  invited  all  members  of  the  House  and  parties  intereste<l  to 
moet  with  them  and  present  amendments  and  arguments,  and  after* 
full  consideration  the  committee  agreed  to  reconmiend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  amendments  to  said  bill,  and  with  such  amendments 
recommend  the  passage  of  .said  bill. 

Mr.  Kennedy,  of  said  committee,  dissents  to  section  10  of  the  oriijinal 
and  printed  bill,  numbered  in  the  bill  herewith  returned  as  siH'tion  twelve 
(12). 
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The  following  are  the  proposed  aiuendmeuts : 

Amend  section  2,  lines  28  and  29,  by  striking  ont  the  words  "by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate." 

Amend  section  2,  line  1,  l)y  striking  out  the  words  "hold  office,"  an<l 
insert  the  word  "serve." 

Amend  section  3,  lines  5  and  6,  by  striking  out  the  words  "with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate." 

Amend  section  4  to  read  as  follows:  "Said  board  of  appraisers  shall 
meet  at  the  county  seat  of  their  respective  counties  within  thirty  <lays 
iiiWr  the  location  of  the  harbor  lines  in  front  of  incorporated  cities  and 
town.s,  and  after  taking  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution  and  the  laws 
of  Washington,  and  faithfully  and  inpartially  discharge  their  duties,  shall 
organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  chairman  and  appointing  a  s4»c- 
retary.  After  the  organization  of  the  board  as  provided,  they  shall, 
within  ninety  days  thereafter,  examine,  snney  and  appraise  so  much  of 
the  shore  and  tide  lauds  in  their  respective  counties  as  lies  within  or  in 
front  of  the  corporat<*  limits  of  any  incorporat<3d  city  or  town,  and  within 
one  mile  thereof  upon  either  side,  and  thereafter  from  time  to  time  such 
other  lands  a^s  application  to  purchase  may  render  necessary,  classifying 
the  same,  and  fixing  the  valuation  of  each  lot,  block  or  tract  .**ei)arately. 
noting  the  improvements  thereon  and  by  whom  claimed,  and  excluding 
the  improvements  fnmi  such  valuation." 

Amend  section  5,  line  14,  by  inserting  after  the  wonl  "lands"  the  words 
"suneyed  and  appraised  by  them." 

Amend  section  5.  line  28,  by  striking  out  the  word  "the"  and  inserting 
the  word  "said." 

As  a  new'  section,  insert  section  4,  as  follows: 

••Se<'.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  survey  and  appraisal,  the  tide  lands  of  the 
Slate  of  Washington  are  hereby  divided  into  three  classes.  The  first 
class  shall  embrace  all  tide  lands  situated  within  or  in  front  of  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  any  city,  or  within  two  miles  thereof  upon  either  side.  The 
second  class  sh.all  embrace  all  tide  lands  situated  at  a  greater  distance 
than  two  miles  from  either  side  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  upon 
which  are  located  valuable  improvements.  The  third  class  shall  em- 
brace all  other  tide  lands.  Tide  lands  of  the  first  class  shall  be  surveyed 
and  appraised  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  and  the  state  board  of  equaliza- 
tion shall  order  such  lan<ls  surveyed  as  hereinafter  provided.  Tide  lands 
of  the  second  class  shall  be  surveyed  and  appraised  only  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  the  person  or  corporation  having  thereon  valuable  improve- 
ments. Such  application  to  be  made  in  writing  to  the  state  board  of 
•equalization.  Tide  lands  of  the  third  class  shall  only  be  surveyed  and 
appraised  when  the  person  or  corporation  desiring  to  purchase  the  same 
shall  have  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer,  the  estimated  amount  of 
the  cost  of  surveying,  platting  and  appraising  the  same.  Such  estimate 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  commissioner  of  public  lands  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  any  person  or  corporation.  Any  such  person  or  corporation 
depositing  such  amount  of  estimated  cost  of  survey  with  the  state  treas- 
urer, shall  receive  therefor  a  certificate,   to  })e   known  as  a  "tide  land 
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survey  certificate,"  and  such  certiticate  shall  be  received  bv  the  state 
treasurer  on  the  purchase  price  of  the  tract  upon  which  it  is  issued.  \hv 
same  as  cash.  All  unsurveyed  tide  lands  shall  In?  subject  to  survey  umler 
the  following  conditions,  to  wit:  When  any  person  or  corpt)ration  shall 
desire  the  survey  of  any  tract  of  tide  lands  he  or  they  may  call  up<in  the 
state  board  for  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  surveying  and  platting  said  tniet. 
together  with  a  reasonable  estimate  for  office  expenses,  and  sai<l  siat«' 
board  shall  at  once  furnish  such  estimate.  If,  upon  the  receipt  of  such 
estimate  by  such  person  or  corporation,  he  or  they  shall  deposit  with  thv 
state  treasurer  the  amount  of  such  estimate,  together  with  a  request  f(»r 
such  survey,  it  shall  then  be  the  dutv  of  said  state  boanl  to  have  saiil 
tract  surveyed,  platted  and  appraised,  and  the  party  applying  for  such 
survey  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  credit  for  the  amount  of  such  dep(»>it 
in  case  he  or  they  shall  purchase  such  tract;  but  in  case  he  or  they  shall 
fail  to  jiurchase  said  tract,  then  such  dcj)osit  shall  be  forfeited  to  iho 
State  of  Washington,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  general  state  fund." 

Amend  section  6,  line  3,  by  striking  out  the  word  "and"  and  in««ertin}j 
the  words  **of  the." 

Amend  section  7,  line  \),  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Washington" 
the  words  "who  shall  desire  to  j)urchase  under  this  act." 

Amend  section  8  by  adding  to  end  of  section:  *'  And  he  i(  furUur pro- 
vided. That  upon  the  aj)plication  of  thre(»  freeholders,  residents  of  xlw 
county  wherein  the  said  lands  are  situated,  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  thf 
prosecuting  attorney  of  said  county  to  take  an  a))peal  from  the  dwision 
of  said  board  of  equalization  to  the  superior  court  of  such  county,  ami 
conduct  the  trial  of  the  same.  In  case  the  judgment  rendered  on  such 
appeal  should  not  be  in  excess  of  the  api)raised  value  of  said  lands,  th«* 
cost  of  the  appeal  shall  be  taxed  against  the  said  appellants." 

Ariiend  section  10,  line  20,  by  striking  out  the  wonl  "any"  and  in.ert 
ing  the  words  "the  final." 

Amend  section  10  by  adding  to  end  of  section:  '' Pron'dvd  further. 
That  the  occupant  who  has,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act.  planted  oys- 
ters in  any  bay  or  arm  of  the  sea  U])on  ground  not  covered  with  natunil 
oysters,  or  who  has.  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  acquired  by  i>nr- 
chase  the  rights  of  any  other  i)erson  or  corporation  to  such  occupancv. 
the  same  being  not  within  or  in  front  of  the  limits  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  town,  or  within  one  mile  on  each  side  thereof,- shall  have  the  e\ 
elusive  right  to  purchase  the  lan<l  so  occupied  for  the  i>eriod  aforesai<l. 
to  an  extent  not  exceeding  eighty  (80)  acres." 

Sec.  12.  When  the  abutting  upland  owner  has  attempted  to  convey  l»y 
deed  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser,  any  portion  of  the  tide  lands  in  fn)nt  (»f 
such  uplands,  or  littoral  rights  therein,  such  right  of  purchase  therein 
given  to  the  upland  owner  shall  be  construed  to  belong  to  such  piu" 
chaser,  or  to  any  person,  association  or  corporation  claiming  by.  through 
or  un<ler  such  pjirchaser.  to  the  extent  of  the  tracts  or  right  soconveyeil 

After  line  6,  section  14,  add  following : 

"The  commissioner  of  public  lau<ls  may  sell  the  surveyed  and  platie<l 
tide  lands  remaining  unsold  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions.  ti» 
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wit  :  He  shall  advertise  in  some  newspaper  of  general  eirculation,  pni)- 
lished  in  the  county  in  whieh  sai<l  lands  are  located,  a  notice  that  he  will, 
<»n  ai  day  named,  and  not  less  than  thirty  days  after  the  first  pnblication 
of  said  notice,  receive  sealed  bids  for  each  ])arcel  or  lot  of  said  land.  Said 
notice  shall  contain  a  description  of  each  lot.  l)lock  or  parcel  of  land  to 
1m'  sokl.  topfether  with  the  number  thereof  on  the  plat  of  such  tide  lands, 
and  the  terms  of  sale.  Each  subdivision  of  said  land,  as  surveyed  and 
platted,  shall  be  sold  separately.  Each  bidder  shall  be  required  to  de- 
posit with  his  l)id.  a  sum  of  money  or  certified  check  on  some  bank  in 
this  state  equal  in  amount  to  the  lii*st  payment  to  be  made  on  said  land, 
according  to  his  bid.  Within  live  days  after  i-eceiving  said  sealed  bids  as 
aforessud,  the  said  commissioner  of  public  lands  shall  open  the  said  sealed 
iiids.  in  the  jiresence  of  the  board  of  equalization  ;  and  the  bid  of  the  per- 
son oflfering  the  highest  price  for  each  lot  or  parcel  of  said  land  shall  be 
nccopted,  a  certificate  of  sale  issued  to  the  successful  bidder,  and  the 
money  deposited  by  sucdi  person  hv  retained  and  applied  to  the  first  pay- 
ment on  the  land  so  sold  ;  and  the  money  or  checks  deposited  by  persons 
whose  bids  are  rejected  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  them  :  Provided, 
That  no  bid  shall  1m»  accepted  which  does  not  equal  or  exceed  the  ap- 
praised value  of  the  land  bid  for :  Arid  prodded  further.  That  the  said 
board  of  equalization  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  when 
there  has  been  fraud  or  collusion  by  or  among  the  bidders." 

Number  .sections  to  corresj)ond  to  addition  and  arrangement  bj^  the 
committee. 

The  committee  deem  it  proper  to  attach  hereto  an  engrossed  copy  of 
the  bill,  incorporating  the  proposed  amendments,  of  which  bill  as  so  en- 
grossed they  recommend  the  passage.

Mr.  l^lummer  introduced  House  bill  No.  :M4,  An  act  to  establish 
the  office  of  harbor  master  in  ports  of  the  state,  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  such  officers,  defining  their  general  duties  and  fix- 
ing compensation  therefor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Plummer,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the 
bill  was  read  first  and  second  time  bv  title,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
niittee  on  Harbors  and  Navigable  Waters,  and  was  ordered  printeil. 

House  bill  No.  177,  A  bill  for  an  act  to  j)rovide  for  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes  in  the  State  of  W^ashington,  was 
taken  up  for  consideration,  and  section  25  \vas  amended  by  striking 
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out  the  words  **to  tbe  eountv  auditor  of  ea^'h  countv  wherein  thev

hold  or  own  proj)erty''  after  the  word  '*  return/''  in  line  2. 

Section  27  was  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  woni  ''tax- 
ation," in  line  7. 

Section  40  was  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  ''herein*'  aiifi 
inserting  the  word  "hereinafter,"  in  line  4. 

The  blank  in  line  5  of  section  68  was  filled  bv  insertinj;  the 
word  "three." 

Section  73  was  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "with  his  war- 
rant thereto  affixed,  authorizing  the  collection  of  said  taxes"  aftor 
the  word  "  treasurer,"  in  line  2. 

Section  76  was  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "de^criptitui 
of  property,"  in  lines  5  and  6. 

Section  77  was  amended  bv  striking  out  the  word  "twentv*"  ami 
inserting  the  word  "ten,"  in  line  3. 

Section  78  was  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  wonU: 
"The  countv  auditor  shall  then  certifv  to  the  state  auditor  tlie 
amount  of  state  tax  thus  found  to  be  delinquent  and  uncollectible 
which  amount  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  to  be  paid  h\ 
such  county  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or  before  June  30th  of  ea*-h 
year,  as  provided  in  section  86  of  this  a<'t." 

Section  86  was  amended  by  a<lding  thereto  the  wonls:  '' Pn*- 
rided^  Credit  shall  be  given  any  county  for  the  amount  of  state  ta\ 
found  delinquent,  as  provided  in  section  78  of  this  act." 

Section  87  was  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  won!  ""le- 
linquent,"  in  line  6. 

Section  124  was  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "The  couuty 
auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  make  and  keep  a  tabulated  list  of  all 
real  estate  in  his  county,  showing  the  taxes  for  each  year,  aud  if 
paid,  when  and  how  much,  from  which  to  make  said  statement'* 
after  the  word  "same,"  in  line  11. 

Section  130  was  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "or  if  it  shall 
come  to  his  knowledge  that  there  is  property  of  non-residents  oi 
his  county  which  is  about  to  be  removed  from  the  state,  which  ha** 
not  been  listed  for  taxation  for  the  current  vear"  after  the  won! 
"taxation,"  in  line  4. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hughes,  the  following  was  inserted  as  a  new 

section  after  section  36: 

Sec.  37.  Board  to  assess  railroad  track  and  railroad  stock-.—  DistriMiott 
of  vafues. —  Extension  of  tax. —  Said  boanl  shall  also  assess  the  railnwl 
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property  denominated  in  this  act  as  "railroad  track"  and  "rolling 
stock;"  and  said  board  is  hereby  given  the  power  and  anthority,  by  com- 
mittee or  otherwise,  to  examine  persons  and  papers.  The  amount  so 
<letermined  and  assessed  shall  l)e  certified  by  the  state  auditor  to  the 
county  auditors  of  the  proper  counties.  The  county  auditor  shall  in  like 
manner  distribute  the  value,  so  (certified  to  him  bv  the  state  auditor,  to 
the  county  and  to  the  several  towns,  districts,  villages  and  cities  in  his 
county  entitled  to  a  proportionate  value  of  such  "railroad  track"  and 
"  rolling  stock."  And  said  auditor  shall  extend  taxes  against  such  values 
the  same  as  against  other  property  in  such  towns,  districts,  villages  and 
cities. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hughes,  the  following  was  in«erted  as  a  new 

section  after  section  40. 

Se(\  41.  Capital  Mock  of  raHroads,  telegraph  ami  telephones. —  Diatrifm- 
tion  of  ralue. —  Extension  of  tax. —  The  aggregate  amount  of  capital 
stock  of  railroad,  telegraph  or  telephone  companies  assessed  by  said 
board  shall  be  distributed  proportionately^  by  said  board  to  the  several 
counties,  in  like  manner  that  the  j)roperty  of  railroads  denominated 
*'railroa<l  track"  is  distributed.  The  amount  so  determined  shall  be 
certified  by  the  state  auditor  to  the  county  auditors  of  the  ])roper 
counties.  The  county  auditor  shall,  in  like  manner,  distril)ute  the  values 
so  eerlified  to  him  by  the  state  auditor,  to  the  county  and  to  the  several 
towns,  districts,  villages  and  cities  in  his  county  entitled  to  a  propor- 
tionate value  of  such  capital  stock.  And  said  auditor  shall  extend  taxes 
against  such  values  the  same  as  against  other  property  in  other  towns, 
ilistricts,  villages  and  cities. 

Mr.  SJiaw  moved  to  insert  the  following  new  sections  in  the  place 
of  sections  t>l  and  02,  which  were  stricken  out: 

Sec  64.  Foil  tax;  who  ai^sessed. — Everv  male  inhabitant  of  the  state, 
over  twenty-one  and  under  fifty  years  of  age,  must  be  assessed  and  an- 
nually pay  a  county  poll  tax  of  two  dollars,  save  and  except  ))aupers. 
idiotic  and  insane  persons,  and  all  at-tive  members  of  volunteer  tire  de- 
partments who  have  been  members  of  any  active  tire  company  in  this 
state  for  the  period  of  one  year  preceding  the  assessment  of  taxes,  and 
all  who  are  holding  exempt  certitieales  provided  for  by  law,  and  all 
members  of  the  National  Guard  of  Washington  who  have  been  active 
members  of  any  regularly  organized  militia  company  in  this  state  for 
the  period  of  one  year  preceding  the  assessment  of  taxes. 

SeC".  ($5.  Assessor  ti)  collect  poll  tax;  when. — The  assessor  must,  at  the 
time  of  making  his  annual  assessment,  demand  a  poll  tax  from  each 
person  liable  therefor,  and  if  such  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay 
his  poll  tax  upon  demand  by  the  assessor  or  his  deputy,  and  such  person 
is  in  the  employ  of  another,  the  assessor  must  demand  from  the  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  company,  or  agent  thereof,  having  said  person  in 
his  or  their  emplov,  said  poll  taxes,  and  from  thenceforth  said  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  company  shall  be  liable  to  the  county  for  said  poll 
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taxes,  which,  if  not  paid  on  demand,  raust  be  added  to  the  ass(?ssmem  of 
said  person,  firm,  corporation  or  company,  and  the  amount  thereof  may 
be  deducted  bj*  said  person,  firm,  corporation  or  company  from  th»- 
wages  of  the  person  liaide  therefor;  and  if  any  pei*son,  in  the  employ  of 
another  person,  firm,  corporation  or  company-,  shall  refuse  to  give  hi* 
true  name  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  his  employer,  on  demand 
of  the  assessor  or  his  deputy,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  uppn  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  lined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  and  may  also  be  imprisoncnl  in  ih«' 
county  jail  for  any  time  not  exceeding  one  month. 

Sec.  66.  Bill  of  employer  sufficient  receipt  for  poll  tax  or  taxes.—  Any  ixt 
son,  firm,  corporation  or  company  becoming  lial)le  for  the  poll  taxes  of 
any  person  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act  shall  either 
in  his  bill  of  time  in  settlement,  or  on  a  separate  piece  of  paper  overthe 
signature  of  said  person,  firm,  corporation  or  company,  furnish  such 
person  with  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  amount  of  his  poll  tax. 
giving  the  amount,  for  the  vear  18 —  has  been  deducted  from  his  wage*, 
and  such  statement  shall  be  a  receipt  and  notice  to  all  that  said  poll  ta\ 
has  been  paid  for  said  year  jus  si)ecified  in  the  time  bill  or  notice  of  th«' 
deduction  of  his  wages. 

Sec.  67.  Auditor  to  ftirnisk  assessor  with  blank  poll  tax  receipts.— 1\i*f 
auditor  of  each  county  must  furnish  the  assessor  of  his  county  annually 
with  blank  poll  tax  receipts  for  each  year,  numbered  consecutively,  ami 
bearing  the  official  seal  of  said  auditor,  which  receipts  shall  have  altacheil 
to  them  stubs  containing  corresponding  years  and  numbers  and  aniount>. 
upon  which  stubs  the  assessor  must  enter  the  names  of  all  pei'sons  paying 
their  poll  taxes  to  him,  and  the  assessor  must  return  said  stubs  to  the 
auditor  at  the  time  of  their  settlement,  together  with  an  alphal)etical  li^^i 
of  the  persons  who  have  paid  their  poll  tax. 

Sec.  68.  Auditor  to  charge  assessor  with  blank  poll  feu-  receipt**.— Th«* 
auditor  must  charge  the  assessor  with  two  dollars  for  each  blank  poll  tax 
recei])t  delivered  to  him,  taking  the  assessor's  receipt  for  the  same.  an<l 
must  allow  the  asst^ssor  two  dollars  for  each  of  said  poll  tax  receipt.'^ 
returned  to  him  in  blank. 

Sec.  69.  Compensation  oj  assessor  for  collecting  poll  tax. —  Ejich  asses-^or 
shall  be  allowed  ten  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  collected  by  him  from  poll 
taxes,  and  he  may  retain  the  amount  out  of  the  money  so  collected,  and 
the  auditor  shall  allow  the  same  in  settlement. 

Sec.  70.  Assessor  to  pay  poll  tax  money  to  county  treasurer.- Ox\  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  (;ach  year  the  aSvSessor  must  pay  to  the 
county  treiisurer  of  his  county  all  money  collected  by  him  for  poll  tnxes. 
less  the  ten  per  cent,  allowed  him  for  collection,  taking  the  treasurer^ 
duplicate  receipt  therefor,  which  duplicate  receipt  he  must  tile  with  the 
county  auditor,  who  must  credit  the  assessor  with  the  amount  shown  by 
said  receipt  to  have  been  paid,  and  charge  the  treasurer  with  said  amount 
The  auditor  shall  then  settle  with  the  assessor,  allowing  him  credit  for 
all  poll  tax  money  paid  to  the  treasurer,  as  shown  by  duplicate  receipt, 
with  the  ten  per  cent,  commission  and   two  dollars  for  each  poll  ti^ 
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ivt'eipt  returnwi;  h<*  shall  then  deliver  to  the  assessor,  when  full  settle- 
ment is  made,  his  receipt  for  said  blanks:  Provided,  enough  blank  receipts 
be  returned  to  balance  the  account.  Otherwise  the  assessor's  receipt 
shall  be  retained  by  the  auditor  until  said  account  is  properly  balanced, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  board  of  county  commissioners  to  pay 
the  assessor  of  its  respective  county  for  assessing  the  same  until  said 
assessor  shall  have  first  settled  his  poll  tax  account  with  the  county 
auditor. 

Sf:('.  71.  Poll  Utx  money:  where  applied. —  All  poll  tax  money  collected 
must  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  country. 

Se<'.  72.  Assessor  to  return  uncollected  assemsynent  of  poll  taxes;  how. — 
The  assessor  of  each  county  must  return  on  his  assessment  books  all 
uncollected  poll  taxes  in  the  name  of  the  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
c<»mpany  liable  to  pay  the  same.  ,

for  the  amount  of  such  penalty. 

Sec. — .  The  county  treasurer  of  each  county  shall  be  the  collector  of 
delinquent  taxes  for  his  respective  county,  antl  all  unpaid  taxes,  delin- 
quent on  the  tirst  day  of  January  in  each  year,  must  be  collected  by  the 
treasurer  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  with  the  pen- 
alty of  ten  per  cent,  added,  and  int(»rest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent.  ]»»'r 
annum  from  said  date  until  paid.

<lamages  the  plaintiff  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  defendant's  occupy- 
ing or  keeping  possession  of  said  i)remises.  The  plaintiff,  his  agent  or 
attorney,  shall  have  notice  of  the  time  and  place  where  the  judge  ^-hall 
fix  tlie  amount  of  plaintiff's  bond. 

Sec.  11.  The  plaintiff  or  ilefendant  at  any  time,  upon  two  days'  uolice 
to  the  adverse  party,  may  a))ply  to  the  judge  of  the  superior  court  for 
an  or<ler  raising  or  lowering  the  amount  of  the  undertaking  herein  pm- 
vided  for.  The  judge,  after  hearing  the  same,  shall  make  such  an  orcltT 
as  may  be  just  in  the  premises.

Tfi  the  Hofwruble  the  House  of  Hepn'sculntircs  of  the  Stiffc  of  Washington: 

(tENTLEMEN  —  I  have  this  da\'  ap])n)\cd  House  bill  No.  29.  entitled 
•*  An  act  to  detine  and  ])unish  trespass."  except  section  13  thereof.  This 
.section  is  as  follows:  **In  all  ])ros<'cutioris  for  violations  of  any  of  the 
provisions  (»f  this  act,  a  production  of  a  certitied  copy  of  a  deed  of  con- 
vevance  from  the  ottice  of  the  county  au«litor  in  which  such  lands  or 
premises  shall  he  situated,  or  a  certitied  copy  of  a  certilicate  of  location, 
or  a  certiticate  of  tinal  proof  from  the  propter  lainl  olhce  of  the  Unite<l 
States,  shall  h«*  conchisive  <»\idence  of  the  owiuMship  of  such  lantls  or 
premises  on  the  part  of  the  [)erson  or  persons  claiming  to  own  the  same." 

As  a  freneral  rule  the  lejrislature  has  full  power  to  ])rescrll»e  what  shall 
\w,  rules  of  evi<lence  in  criminal  an<l  civil  eases.  There  are.  however, 
hounds  to  this  power  whicli  cannot  he  exceeded,  and  the  leojislalure  can- 
not prescribe  a  rule  of  evideni'c  which  will  <lej)rive  a  <lefeiulaut  of  a  con- 
stitutional ri^ht. 

Section  13  will  have  this  effect.  Kvery  ilefendant  has  the  ri^ht  to  con- 
trovert any  evitlenci'  which  is  broujrht  against  him.  If  ciM'tain  evideiu-e 
is  ch^idared  to  be  conclusive,  he  is  ilcpiived  from  e\ercisiii<r  his  constitu- 
tional right  of  making  a  def«'n.s<'.  The  «lortrine  upon  this  subject  is  thus 
stjitetl  by  an  eminent  writer  upon  coiistinuional  law:  ••Kxce])t  in  those 
ca.ses  which  fall  within  the  familiar  doctrim*  of  e.sto[>j)el  at  the  common 
law.  or  other  ca.ses  resting  u|>(m  the  like  reasons,  it  would  not.  we  a])pre- 
hend.  be  in  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  declan*  that  a  i)articular  item 
of  evidence  shoidd  ])reclude  a  j)arty  from  establishing  his  rights  in  opi)o- 
sition  to  it. 

**  In  judicial  investigations  t hi*  law  of  the  land  reijuires  an  opportunity 
for  a  trial;  an<l  there  can  be  no  trial  if  only  one  party  is  sutT<'red  lo  pro- 
fluce  his  proofs.  The  most  formal  conveyance  Uiay  be  fraud  ora  forgery; 
pidiiic  orticers  nniy  connive  with  rogm»s  to  rob  the  citizen  of  his  i)rop- 
ertv;  witnesses  mav  testify  or  otlicers  certify  falsely,  and  records  may  be 
collusively^  nianufaotureil  for  dishonest  })uri)oses;  and  that  legislation 
whieh  would  preclude  the  fraud  or  wrong  being  shown,  and  dei)rive  the 
party  wronged  of  all  remedy,  has  no  just iticat ion  in  the  principles  of 
natural  justice  or  of  constitutional  law.  A  statute,  therefore,  which 
should  make  a  tax-deed  conclusive  evidence  of  a  complete  title,  and  i)re- 
clude  the  owner  of  the  original  title  from  showing  its  invalitlity.  would 
he  void,  becau.se  being  not  a  law  n^gulating  evidence,  but  an  mu*onstitu- 
tional  conli.scation  of  properly." 

The  foregoing  refers  to  rules  of  evidence  in  civil  cases.  How  much 
stronger  is  the  argument  when  applied  to  criminal  eawses?  The  rule  of 
evidence  prescribed  in  section  13appru's  to  misdenu*anors  and  felonies. 
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There  is  another  objection  to  section  13.  It  provides  that  a  certiti***! 
copy  of  a  deed  from  (he  office  of  the  county  auditor  .shall  bo  concUisive 
evidence  of  the  ownership  of  the  himls  or  premises,  upon  which  it  wa^i 
aUeged  that  the  trespass  had  been  committed;  hence  upon  the  introduc 
tion  of  a  certified  copy  of  any  deed  the  defendant  wouhl  be  absohitely 
bound  thereby,  although  the  grantee  in  the  deed  had  no  interest  in  the 
lan<l  at  the  time,  and  had  had  no  interest  for  raany  years.  Then*  might 
t)e  many  conveyances  of  re(»ord  sui)sequent  to  the  one  of  which  a  certi- 
fied copy  was  otTered  in  evidence,  yet  the  defendant  would  be  precludwl 
from  showing  this,  because  the  certified  copy  i.s  made  conclusive  evideiuv. 
The  elimination  of  section  13  w'ill  not  affect  any  other  part  of  the  act. 
It  will  be  complete,  and  can  be  enforced  without  the  aid  of  this  section.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Mh.  Speaker  — The  Senate  hius  passed  House  Inll  No.  283,  Providing 
for  the  dividing  of  the  counties  of  the  state  into  commissioner  districts, 
with  amendments  to  sections  1,  3  and  4. 

The  president  has  signed  senate  bill  No.  237,  To  amend  an  act  to  pro- 
vide for  submitting  the  question  of  the  permanent  location  of  the  seat  of 
jfovernment  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  which  has  passed  both  hou.ses  and 
heen  duly  enrolled,  and  is  transmitted  for  the  signature  of  th(?  speaker. 

The  Senate  has  pas.sed  House  bill  No.  230,  For  the  removal  of  county 
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seats,  with  amendments;  passed  House  bill  No.  274,  Relatinjf  to  siimman 
proceedinjsrs  for  obtaining  possession  of  real  property  in  certain  cashes, 
with  an  amendment  adding  an  emergency  clause,  and  passed  the  eunr 
gency  clause. 

The  Senate  has  concurred  in  all  of  the  amendments  to  Senate  bill  N«> 
5,  Relative  to  municipal  corporations,  and  ordered  the  hill  to  heenrollHl; 
passed  House  bill  No.  97,  To  provide  for  selection  of  indemnity  lands  for 
support  of  the  common  schools  in  lieu  of  sections  16  and  36,  or  any  pans 
thereof  that  have  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  or  under  ilie 
authority  of  any  act  of  congress,  and  declaring  an  emergency. 

The  president  has  signed  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  47,  Allow 
ing  the  introduction  of  a  bill  relative  to  school  districts  !)orrowin2 
money,  etc..  in  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  date  of  final  adjournment; 
signed  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  45,  To  have  the  manuscript  ion- 
stitution  bound;  both  of  which  have  passed  both  houses,  been  dulyt'n- 
rolled  and  are  herewith  transmitted  for  the  signature  of  the  speaktM*. 

The  Senate  has  passed  Senate  bill  No.  229,  Authorizing  and  euipowtr- 
ing  the  boards  of  county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  of  thf 
state  to  use  moneys  paid  into  the  county  fund  by  reason  of  loss  of  founty 
property  by  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  j)roperty  destroye<l; 
passed  Senate  bill  No.  231,  To  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  :ii«l 
surgery,  and  asks  the  action  of  the  House  therein.

The  joiut  special  university  committee,  appointed  under  concur- 
rent resolution  of  December  5,  188 J),  made  the  following  rej^ort: 

Mu.  Speakek: 

Your  joint  committee,  appointed  under  concurrent  resolution  pa^<>*<l 
December  5,  1889,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  title  to  a  certain  ten 
acre  tract  of  land  upon  which  is  located  the  University  of  the  State  of 
Washington  in  the  city  of  Seattle;  also,  as  to  the  disposition  of  certain 
lands  appropriated  by  acts  of  congress  for  the  benefit  of  said  university, 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

The  committee,  consisting  of  Senators  L.  F.  Thompson  B.  C.  Van 
Houten  and  O.  D.  Ouilfoil,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  Re  present  at  ive> 
Nims,  Clark,  Stevenson  and  Allen,  on  the  part  of  the  House,  met.  in 
pursuance  of  said  resolution,  at  the  "Rainier  Hotel,*'  Seattle.  Wa.^h..  at 
2  o'clock  p.  M.,  Thursday,  January  2,  1890. 

Senator  Thompson  having  been  made  chairman  of  the  committCH*,  the 
examination  of  certain  books,  papers  and  regents'  reports  were  enten**! 
into  at  length.  In  the  beginning  it  does  not  appear  that  proper  b<^>k> 
and  rocord  had  ever  been  kept  of  the  sales  of  land,  the  proceeds  derivetl 
therefrom  nor  the  disposition  of  the  same,  by  the  various  boanl>  «^f 
regents  since  the  foundation  of  the  university. 

However,  it  ai)pears  that  under  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  act  of  con 
gress  a])proved  September  29,  1850,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  July  IT. 
1854,  two  townships  of  land  of  thirty-six  .sections  each  were  reseneil  for 
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sale  and  set  apart  to  the  Territory  of  Washington  for  university  purposes, 
to  be  selected  in  legal  subdivisions  under  the  direction  of  the  k»gislature 
of  the  territory. 

Under  the  territonal  legislative  act  passed  January  11,  1861,  aboard 
of  coniniissioners  were  appointed,  consisting  of  Daniel  Bagley,  John 
Webster  and  Edmund  Carr.  were  "  authorized  to  select,  locate  and  receive 
a  title  for  ten  acres  of  land  within  the  vicinity  of  Seattle,  that  may  be 
donated  to  the  Territory  of  Washington  for  a  site  for  the  Territorial 
University,  and  to  select  and  locate  lands  donated  by  congress  to  the 
territory  for  university  purposes." 

This  act  gave  the  commissioners  full  power  to  make  such  selections, 
enter  the  same  in  the  United  States  land  offices,  and  to  sell  the  same  at 
not  less  than  $1.50  per  acre. 

This  power  of  sale  was  without  prior  authority  of  congress ;  neverthe- 
less, a  great  many  thousand  acres  of  these  lands  were  sold  to  actual  bona 
tide  purchasers,  and  are  described  upon  what  is  known  as  **Dist  No.  1" 
(see  report  of  the  board  of  regents  of  the  Territorial  University,  1889, 
page  67).  Congress,  however,  by  statute  (see  act  of  March  14,  1864,  ex- 
hibit "C").  provided  a  mode  for  the  confirmation  of  the.  title  of  such 
sales  "jus  fee  simple  grant  to  the  territory  and  its  l)ona  tide  vendees  by 
the  fact  of  the  approval  thereof  by  the  secretary  of  the  interior,  and  by 
the  issuance  of  a  transcript  of  such  approval,"  etc. 

It  further  appears  that  all  the  lands  embraced  in  "list  No.  1"  were 
conveyed,  signed,  sealed  and  delivered  as  the  act  of  Daniel  Bagley,  as 
•president  of  the  board  of  university  commissioners." 

Under  the  act  approved  by  the  territorial  legislature,  dated  October 
25.  1875,  we  find  "that  all  deeds  of  conveyances  for  universitv  lands  in 
this  territory  which  have  been  executed  since  the  passage  of  the  act  ap- 
proved January  11,  1861,  in  the  name  of  Daniel  Bagley,  president  of  the 
board  of  university  commissioners,  instead  of  being  issued  in  the  name 
of  the  Territory  of  Washington,  shall  be  deemed,  taken  and  held  good 
and  valid  <leeds  at  law,  and  shall  have  all  the  force  and  effect  to  pass  from 
the  Territory  of  Washington  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  named  in 
such  deeds,  respectively."  ...  By  this  act,  all  such  sales  made  prior 
to  the  14th  day  of  March  (date  of  the  approval  of  the  transcript  above  re- 
ferred to  by  the  honorable  .secretary  of  the  interior),  vest  the  title  as  des- 
ignated, and  are  recognized  as  valid  in  the  law. 

Therefore,  if  there  remain  any  unconfirmed  titles  to  the  lands  in  ques- 
tion, they  can  be  made  so  on  proper  showing,  and  the  state  has  lost  all  its 
rights  to  the  same. 

In  regard  to  what  is  known  as  "List  No.  2 "'(exhibit  "A") :  On  selec- 
tions made  and  the  lands  therein  described  sold  by  Bagley,  subsequent  to 
the  14th  day  of  March,  1864,  and  which  remain  unconfirmed  by  any  au- 
thority. 

Your  committee  has  given  careful  consideration.  In  our  judgment, 
its  simply  a  great  hardship  to  longer  deny  the  right  of  these  bona  fide 
purchasers  to  a  title  to  their  lands  which  can  be  made  perfect  only  by 
legislative  enactment. 
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They  are  as  follows,  to  wit:

The  purchase  bj'  Mr.  Mills,  last  given  alxne,  should  have  been  rejM)rti»«l 
by  Mr.  Bagley,  so  as  to  have  been  confirmed  by  act  of  March  14th,  I^ 

Referring  to  the  purchase  of  L.  B.  Andrews,  Dec.  15,  3864.  for  the  w.  jot 
s.w.  i,  s.  e.  i  of  s.  w.  i  and  s.  w.  i,  u.  \v.  i  sec.  34,  tp.  24,  n.  of  r.  6  east,  con- 
taining 160  acres  of  land  ("List  No.  2"),  it  appears  that  Andrews  forfeitwl 
his  payments  already  made,  and  thereafter  tiled  his  application  in  the  T 
4S.  land  office  upon  the  same  described  tract  as  coal  land,  and  is  at  the 
present  time  embraced,  in  part,  as  the  townsite  of  Oilman,  King  county 
W^e  call  attention  to  this  fact  that  the  state  may  cause,  at  the  earliest  op- 
portunity, a  selection  of  160  acres  of  land  in  lieu  of  the  above  to  be  made 

We  also  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  purchase  made  by  John  Ro>>. 
dated  March  10,  1864  (see  "List  No.  2"  of  lots  1  and  2,  sec.  10,  and  s.  w.iof 
n.  w.  i  sec.  11,  tp.  25.  n.  of  r.  3  east ).  It  is  alleged  by  numerous  affidavits 
in  the  matter  of  a  contest  tiled  in  the  U.  S.  land  office  of  Seattle,  involv 
ing  all  of  the  above  described  land  excej)ting  lot  2  (see  exhibit  *'B").  that 
the  i)arties  contesting  tiled  homestead  entries  upon  the  land,  claiming 
entry  of  an<l  settlement  upon  the  land  prior  to  the  university  selection 
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Tliorefore.  should  the  Iioiiu*stoji<l  dainiants  prove  successful  iu  their  con- 
tests, the  stjite  authorities  would  have  the  right  to  make  a  new  selection 
in  lieu  of  the  land  above  described. 

Upon  a  further  examination  of  "List  No.  2,"  (pages  104-4.  report  of 
board  of  regents.  18U0)  it  will  be  observed  that  there  appears,  what 
purports  to  be.  eleven  <liflferent  purchases  made  by  the  Puget  Mill 
Company,  of  Port  Gamble,  Washington,  from  the  university  commis- 
sioners. The  description  of  the  sales  do  not  ap])ear  ui)on  the  original 
list,  or  what  is  known  as  the  "Bagley  List  No.  2,"  and  it  was  evidently 
an  error  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  regents  in  embracing  t-hese  lands  in 
their  printed  report  referred  to,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  com- 
munication under  tlate  of  December  29,  1889,  from  the  said  company,  in 
which  it  is  stated  that  "we  have  checke<l  your  list  carefully  and  fnld 
that,  with  one  or  two  exception.s  the  land  mentioned  is  our  property, 
and  after  making  four  corrections  of  descriptions  in  the  list  sent  us  by 
you,  we  woidd  say  that  all  the  lands  mentioned  were  bought  by  Pope 
and  Talbot  bv  cash  entry  from  the  United  States,  and  we  hold  United 
States  patents  for  the  same."    (See  exhibit  "D"  herewith.) 

To  sum  up  this  part  of  our  investigation,  "Lists  Nos.  1  and  2,"  taking 
the  Bagley  lists  iis  a  basis  of  calculation,  show  that  the  total  selections 
thus  far  made  by  the  universitj'  commissioners  foot  up  48.928.91  acres 
and  sold  as  per  said  list,  and  there  yet  appears  by  statement  of  the  same 
authority  2,151.11  acres  yet  to  be  selected.  To  this  may  be  added  160 
acres  in  lieu  of  the  Andrews  tract,  and  perhaps  the  Ross  purchase  now  in 
litigation  above  referred  to  and  sold  for  the  benetit  of  the  university. 

This  may  not  be  strictly  accurate  as  to  the  balance  to  be  selected, 
to  wit:  2,151.11  acres,  as  the  (Bagley )  computation  of  lands  makes  no 
allowance  for  the  difference  in  total  area  or  acreage  ensuing  necessary 
from  the  mode  of  selection,  required  by  the  statute,  by  legal  subdivisions. 
There  is  no  data  or  record  to  show  that  any  more  selections  have  been 
made  since  those  given,  or  any  territorial  enactments  made  conferring 
the  right  upon  any  person  or  persons  to  make  the  balance  of  the  selec- 
tions of  lands  due  the  university. 

It  also  appears  that  many  of  these  selections  already  matle  have  been 
found  invalid  by  the  land  department  of  the  government  upon  various 
grounds,  and  so  declared  in  contests  with  individuals  or  otherwise,  and 
have  been  cancelled;  it  is  further  known  that  many  of  the  sales  mtule  to 
individuals  have  been  abandoned  or  are  non-perfected,  and  do  not  stand 
as  sales  completed,  the  result  being  in  such  cases  either  that  the  land  so 
selected  ma^'  be  still  deemed  to  retain  their  original  status  as  university 
lands,  or  else  a  new  selection  in  lieu  thereof  may  be  required  to  be  made 
by  the  state.  To  use  the  words  of  the  present  board  of  regents,  "the 
whole  matter  appears  to  have  been  neglected  for  years  to  the  great  detri- 
ment of  an  institution  which  is  eminently  worthy  in  itself,  and  in  its  plan, 
and  the  future  prosperity  of  which  should  have  been  assured  beyond 
tloubt  by  early  and  judicious  selections  of  all  its  lands,  and  by  their 
stiict  and  entire  retention  from  private  sales."  To  sum  up  this  part  of 
our  investigation,  we,  your  committee,  would  respectfully  recommend, 
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ill  view  of  till*  importance  of  securing  the  full  Ijenelit  of  the  lands  in  qiu'v 
tion.  that  a  commission  be  appointed,  under  proper  legislative  enactments, 
for  the  purpose  of  a  complete  an<l  thorough  investigation  into  the snbjtni 
of  former  selections  of  these  lands,  together  with  authority  to  make  th(* 
balance  of  the  selections  due  for  university  purposes;  said  commission 
to  submit  their  report  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the  legislatun*. 

In  the  matter  of  the  ten-acre  tract  of  land  and  familiarly  known  a^ 
the  "  Denny  and  others"  gift  for  university  purposes,  situate  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Seattle,  and  upon  which  the  university  has 
been  located,- your  committee  under  said  concurrent  resolution  were  in- 
structed to  fully  investigate  the  title  thereto. 

The  record  shows  that  this  parcel  of  land  was  donated  to  the  Territon- 
of  Washington  by  Arthur  A.  Denny  and  his  wife  Mary  A.,  and  Charle*  ('. 
Terry  and  his  wife  Mary  J.,  in  conjunction  with  one  Edward  Lander,  on 
the  16th  day  of  April,  1861.  There  are  two  separate  <ieeds  of  reconl.  an 
abstract  of  the  title  showing  these  fact,  is  herewith  submitted,  and  marked 
exhibit  "E." 

These  deeds  of  gift  to  the  territory  wex*e  based,  in  both  cases,  upon  an 
act  passed  by  the  legislative  asisembly  of  the  territory  on  Decern l)er  oth, 
1860,  locating  and  establishing  the  Territorial  University  at  Seattle.  Kinp 
county,  with  the  important  proviso  that  "a  good  ami  sufficient  dee<l  to 
ten  acres  of  land,  eligibly  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  Seattle.  I>e  first  ex- 
(HMited  to  the  Territory  of  Washington  for  university  purposes.'* 

Also,  the  following  essential  condition  of  requirement  annexed  to  tht' 
grant  appear  in  both  deeds  of  gift,  viz.: 

"Provided  always,  and  these  presents  are  upon  this  express  condition, 
that  if  the  said  Territorial  University,  by  act  of  the  legislative  :u«senibh 
or  otherwise,  shall  not  be  located  and  built  upon  the  ten  acre  tract,  of 
which  the  above  described  tract,  lot  or  parcel  of  land  shall  form  a  part 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents,  then  the  s;ii«l 
tract  or  parcel  of  land  shall  revert  to  and  immediately  vest  in  the  town 
of  Seattle,  King  county,  aforesaid,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  and  asa>il»* 
for  a  university,  high  school  or  college,  and  for  no  other  purpo.se." 

These  conditions,  together  with  the  grants  of  lands  thusdonattnl.  wen* 
accepted  by  th(»  territory,  and  the  lands  described  are  now  in  j)art  occu- 
j)ied  by  the  university  buildings.  Upon  examination  of  the  abstract  of 
title  (exhibit  "E."  page  30),  appears  a  deed  executed  by  A.  A.  Denny  and 
wif<»,  tlated  August  7.  1888.  This  deed  was  executed  for  the  purpo.'ie  of 
curing  a  defect  or  misdescription  of  the  land  described  in  the  former  deed 
made  by  them,  and  which  contains  the  same  expressed  conditions  of  the 
old  grant.  The  result  is  that  the  title  of  the  state  to  the  ten  acres  of  land 
in  (juestion  is  now  perfect,  so  long  ju*  there  is  a  strict  adheivnce  to  the 
con<litions  of  the  grants. 

This  j)arcel  of  land,  situated  sus  it  is  in  the  very  heart  of  the  proj»per- 
«)us  and  growing  city  of  Seattle,  has  become  a  very  valuable  piece  of 
property;  in  fact,  its  value  being  variously  estimate<l  from  two  hundml 
and  tiftv  to  four  hundred  thousand  doUai^s. 
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However,  it  is  generally  conceded  by  all  parties  who  have  had  anj' 
connection  with,  or  became  interested  in  the  future  welfare  of  the  uni- 
versity, or  have  given  this  subject  any  thought  or  attention,  that  a  plat 
of  ten  acres  of  land  is  not  of  sufficient  quantity  for  the  purposes  of  a 
university  which  the  prospective  future  of  this  great  state  of  Washington 
will  require.  Therefore,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  at  least 
forty  acres  of  land,  eligibly  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Scuttle, 
should  be  secured  at  the  proper  time  for  the  erection  of  suitable  viniver- 
sity  buildings. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  this  important  feature  of  the 
case  grown  out  of  the  investigation,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  future  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  university, 
that  some  favorable  disposition  of  the  tract  of  land  in  question  be  made 
at  the  earliest  time  practicable,  and  that  provision  be  made  for  the  selec- 
tion of  some  other  eligible  site  for  the  erection  of  suitable  university 
buildings. 

We  submit  herewith,  marked  exhibit  "G,"  the  testimony  of  John 
Arthur,  esq.,  an  attorney  at  law.  also  of  John  Keane,  esq.,  both  of  the  city 
of  Seattle,  respecting  this  subject,  to  which  3'our  committee  respectfully  in- 
vite careful  attention.  We  also  submit  herewith,  marked  exhibit  "H,"  a 
copy  of  all  the  laws  passed  both  by  congress  and  the  various  teri'itorial  as- 
semblies effecting  in  anj'  manner  the  lands  appropriated  by  congress 
an<l  donate<l  by  private  persons  for  university  purposes,  as  a  i)art  of  our 
report.  We  also  submit  as  a  part  of  our  investigation  an  exhaustive  and 
comprehensive  legal  opinion  (marked  exhibit  "J")  by  Honorable  H.  (J. 
Struve,  and  which  has  been  concurred  in  by  ex-Chief  Justice  Burke, 
both  of  the  city  of  Seattle,  the  same  having  been  selected  by  your  com- 
mittee, respecting  the  state's  title  to  the  present  site  of  the  university  at 
Seattle. 

In  this  opinion  it  is  held  by  these  eminent  gentlemen  that  the  title  in 
fee  thereto  is  absolutely  vested  in  the  state  as  the  successor  of  the  terri- 
tory, and  may  be  disposed  of  in  any  way  the  state  may  deem  proper. 

Our  investigation  into  this  entire  subject  has  been  as  thorough  as  the 
surrounding  circumstances  have  permitted,  and  upon  a  careful  consider- 
ation of  all  the  facts  coming  to  our  knowlege  in  the  premises,  we' would 
respectfully  recommend  that  said  board  of  university  commissioners, 
when  appointed,  be  authorized  or  directed  to  sell  at  public  or  private  sale, 
as  they  may  deem  most  advantageous  for  the  interests  of  the  state,  the 
said  ten  acres  of  land  situated  in  the  city  of  Seattle,  and  now  occupied 
as  a  university  site.  Respectfully  submitted,

Olympia,  March  21,  1890. 
To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  liejyreseiitatives  of  the  State  of  WaMngton: 

(tENTLEmen  —  I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval.  House  bill  No. 
LW,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  location  of  mill  sites  for  milling  an<l 
reducing  ores,  and  declaring  an  emergency.*' 

Section  1  of  the  bill  is  as  follows:  ** Non-mineral  land,  not  to  exceed 
five  acres  in  extent,  may  he  located  as  a  mill  site  hy  the  discoverer,  or 
proprietor,  or  owner  of  any  lode,  claim,  or  mineral  vein,  or  hy  any  per- 
son or  persons  desiring  to  erect  thereon  a  quartz  mill  or  ore-reducing 
works." 

The  ahsolute  right  is  here  given  to  certain  ))ersons  to  appropriate  to 
their  own  use  five  acres  of  land  owned  by  any  other  pei*son.  This  would 
he  the  taking  of  private  property  for  private  use.  which  is  not  permitte<l 
under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

I  am  aware  that  there  is  a  provision  in  the  constitution  of  this  state 
which  apparently  permits  the  taking  of  private  property  for  private  uses 
in  certain  cases,  hut  this  provision  is  in  conflict  with  the  fifth  amendment 
to  the  con.stitulion  of  the  United  States,  and  is.  in  my  opinion,  inoper- 
ative and  voi<l.  Aside  from  this,  the  object  of  the  appropnation  under 
this  section  is  not  one  of  those  include<l  in  the  constitution. 

It  is  quite  probable  that  the  section  of  the  bill  to  which  I  have  referred 
was  intended  to  permit  the  taking  only  of  the  lands  of  the  State,  hut  if 
this  construction  is  placed  upon  it  it  is  unconstitutional. 

Section  1.  article  16  of  the  eonstitution,  provides  that  "all  the  publie 
lands  granted  to  the  state  are  held  in  trust  for  all  the  people,  and  none  of 
such  lands,  nor  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  shall  ever  be  disposed  of 
nnlcss  the  full  market  value  of  the  estate  or  interests  dispo.sed  of,  to  be 
ascertained  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  be  paid,  or  safely 
secured  to  the  state;  nor  shall  any  lands  which  the  state  holds  by  grant 
from  the  United  States  ( in  any  ease  in  which  the  manner  of  disposal  and 
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miDimum  prices  are  so  prescribed  )  be  disposed  of  except  in  the  manner 
and  for  at  leivst  the  price  prescribed  in  the  grant  thereof,  without  the 
consent  of  the  United  States." 

The  state  cannot,  directly  or  indirectly,  donate  to  any  person,  or  per- 
sons, or  corporation,  any  of  the  lands -(or  any  interest  therein)  granted  to 
the  state  by  the  United  States.  In  case  of  sale,  full  market  value  must 
be  paid  or  secured,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  sales  must  be  faithfully  applied, 

in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  grant.

They  find,  however, 
that  the  order  of  the  speaker  was  conformable  to  the  order  of  the  House 
in  this  regard,  and  that  Officer  Ehman  had  no  discretion  other  than  to 
obey  the  same.-  They  find  that  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Brown  in  the  lol»hy. 
and  even  within  the  bar  on  taking  his  seat,  resisting  the  officer\s  authority, 
is  reprehensible  in  the  extreme,  and  recommend  that  he  be  called  to  the 
bar  of  the  House  and  reprimanded  for  such  insul)ordinate  conduct  and 
contempt  of  the  House  while  in  session  and  in  the  lobb^'  and  hall.

general  fund."

sessed by  any  corporation,  society,  lodge  or  other  organization  incorpor- 
ated under  the  acts  of  Washington  providing  for  the  incorporation  of 
colleges,  seminaries,  church  lyceums,  libraries  and  other  societies  for 
benevolent,  temperance,  charitable  and  scientific  purposes;  and  all  such 
private  corporations  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire,  hold,  mortgage, 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  property,  personal  or  real,  without  limitation 
of  the  amount:  Provided,  The  same  may  be  necessary  an<l  useful  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  notwithstanding 
the  limitation  as  to  the  amount  of  property  prescribed  in  such  special 
act  incorporating  such  lodge,  society  or  other  private  incorporation." 

Create  section  2,  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2.  So  much  of  said  special  acts  as  limit  the  property  to  be  held 
to  a  maximum  amount  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed." 

Also  create  section  3,  as  follows: 

"Sec. 3.  As  real  propertj'  heretofore  acquired  by  certain  private  cor-

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  governor: 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Washington,  Executive  Department. 
Qentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

No  legislative  apportioDment  bill  having  been  enacted  at  your  first 
session,  the  imperative  and  unavoidable  duty  devolved  upon  me  to  con- 
vene you  in  extraordinary  session,  to  enable  you  to  consider  and  take 
action  upon  this  subject.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the  various 
provisions  of  the  constitution  bearing  upon  the  question.  I  arrived  at  the 
conclusion  that  without  a  new  apportionment  and  the  creation  of  single 
senatorial  districts,  no  senators  could  constitutionally  be  elected  at  the 
general  election  to  be  held  in  this  state  on  the  fourth  day  of  November 
next. 

By  section  1  of  article  XXH  of  the  constitution,  the  state  was  divided 
into  twenty-four  senatorial  districts,  in  which  thirty-five  senators  were  to 
be  elected.  This  section  declared  that  the  apportionment  thus  made 
should  continue  "until  otherwise  provided  by  law." 

The  question  has  been  asked,  "Why  cannot  senators  be  elected  under 
this  constitutional  apportionment  until  the  legislature  shall  enact  an  ap- 
portionment law?"  If  this  was  the  only  provision  in  the  constitution 
referring  to  this  matter,  no  question  could  arise,  and  the  constitutional 
apportionment  would  continue  until  changed  by  the  legislature.  But 
there  is  another  provision,  binding  upon  every  elector  in  this  state,  which 
must  be  followed  and  obeyed.  This  is  section  6  of  article  II,  which  is  as 
follows:  "After  the  first  election,  the  senators  shall  be  elected  by  single 
districts  of  convenient  and  contiguous  territory,  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  are  required 
to  be  elected ;  and  no  representative  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  for- 
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mation  of  a  senatorial  district.  They  shall  be  elected  for  a  t«nn  of  four 
years,  one-half  of  their  number  retiring  every  two  yeai*s.  The  senatorial 
districts  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  the  senators  chosen  at  the 
tirst  election  had  by  virtue  of  this  constitution  in  odd  numbered  districts, 
shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  the  first  year ;  and  the  senators  elected 
in  the  even  numbered  districts,  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year." 

The  words  "first  election  "  used  in  this  section  have  been  construed  by 
some  to  refer  to  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  fourth  dav  of  November 
next,  and  not  to  the  election  which  occurred  October  1st.  1889.  This  con- 
struction is  not  sound.  The  language  is  ** first  election  had  by  virtue  of 
this  constitution."  The  election  on  the  first  day  of  October  last  was  held 
"by  virtue  of  the  constitution."  The  time  and  manner  of  holding  the 
election  and  the  officers  to  be  elected  were  prescribed  by  the  constitution. 
Although  held  before  the  admission  of  the  state,  it  was  practically  a  state 
election,  at  which  all  of  the  officers  of  the  state  government  and  a  mem- 
ber of  congres««s  were  elected. 

In  addition  to  this,  sections  7,  18  and  14  of  article  XXV  of  the  consti- 
tution clearly  refer  to  the  electisn  held  October  1st,  1889.  as  the  lii*st  elec- 
tion by  virtue  of  the  constitution.  At  that  election,  thirty-live  senators* 
were  elected  in  the  twenty-four  districts  prescribed  in  the  constitution. 
Eighteen  senators  were  elected  in  the  odd  numbered  districts  and  seven- 
teen senators  were  elected  in  the  even  numbered  ilistricts.  It  is  provided 
by  the  constitution  that  the  eighteen  senators  elected  in  the  odd  numlwred 
districts  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  and  the  seven- 
teen senators  elected  in  the  even  numbered  districts  shall  go  out  of  offii*<» 
at  the  end  of  the  third  year.  It  is  also  provided  that  after  the  tirst  elec- 
tion "the  senators  shall  be  elected  by  single  districts."  It  must,  therefore, 
be  apparent  that  senators,  cannot  constitutionally  be  elected  to  succee<l 
the  eighteen  senators  who  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  one  year  until 
the  legislature  shall  create  single  senatorial  districts  in  which  they  can 
be  elected. 

Should  there  be  no  new  apportioijment  enacted  by  the  present  legisla- 
ture, there  cannot  be  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  present  at  the  convening 
of  the  legislature  on  the  seventh  day  of  Januarj%  1891.  unless  the  elector? 
of  the  state,  impelled  by  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  are  induced  to  vio- 
late the  plain  requirement  of  the  constitution  and  elect  eighteen  senator? 
under  the  old  apportionment.  At  the  last  election  each  elector  was 
authorized  to  vote  for  as  many  senators  as  were  apportioned  to  hi.< 
county.  In  some  counties  two.  in  other  counties  three,  and  in  one  county 
five  senators  were  thus  elected.  But  under  the  single  district  system, 
provided  for  in  the  constitution,  after  the  first  election  each  elector  b< 
authorized  to  vote  for  one  senator  only.  If.  therefore,  a  new  apportion- 
ment is  not  enacted,  electors  in  all  the  coimties  having  more  than  one 
senator,  under  the  constitutional  apportionment,  will  be  compelled  to  re- 
frain from  voting,  or  vote  for  more  than  one  senator,  and  thus  violate 
the  constitution.  The  unprecedented  mischievous  complications  which 
will  arise  in  the  event  that  th(»  places  of  the  eighteen  outgoing  senators

are  not  tilled  at  the  next  election  should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  If  they  are 
not  elected  at  that  time,  no  legislature  can  constitutionally  convene  in 
the  shite  until  the  constitution  is  amended.  Great  difficulties  would  arise 
in  attempting  to  amend  the  constitution  if  there  should  be  no  legislature 
in  existence  to  initiate  the  movement. 

In  a  free  government,  veneration  for  and  obedience  to  the  laws  is  the 
highest  and  most  sacred  duty  of  the  citizen,  and  he  should  never  be 
placed  in  a  position  where  he  is  compelled  either  to  violate  the  constitu- 
tion or  be  left  without  a  constitutional  body  empowered  to  enact  laws 
for  the  government  of  the  state. 

The  time  and  manner  in  which  the  state  shall  be  districted  and  appor- 
tioned for  members  of  the  legislature  is  prescribed  in  section  3  of  article 
II  of  the  constitution,  which  is  as  follows:  **  The  l«?gislature  shall  provide 
by  law  for  an  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  state  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  every  ten  years  thereafter; 
and  at  the  first  session  after  such  enumeration,  and  also  after  each 
enumeration  made  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  the  legislature 
shall  apportion  and  district  anew  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  excluding 
Indians  not  taxed,  soldiers,  sailors  and  officers  of  the  United  States  army 
and  navv  in  active  service." 

There  will  be  laid  before  you  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
state  made  by  authority  of  the  United  States  on  the  first  day  of  June 
last,  which  will  furnish  you  the  basis  prescribed  in  the  constitution  for  a 
legislative  apportionment. 

A  change  in  the  number  of  senators  appears  to  be  necessary.  After 
the  first  election,  senators  must  be  elect<?d  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
one-half  of  the  number  retiring  every  two  years.  The  present  number 
is  thirty-five;  one-half,  therefore,  could  not  retire  every  two  years. 

A  change  in  the  number  of  senators  may  necessitate  a  change  in  the 
number  of  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  as  the  Senate  can- 
not be  composed  of  more  than  one-half  nor  less  than  one-third  of  the 
house  of  representatives. 

It  is  my  province  under  the  constitution,  on  extraordinary  occasions, 
to  convene  the  legislature,  and  it  is  my  duty  to  declare  by  proclamation 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  convened.  When,  however,  the  legislature  is 
convened,  either  under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  or  by  proclam- 
ation of  the  governor,  it  is  the  supreme  legislative  authority  in  the  state. 
Its  power  to  legislate  is  derived  from  the  constitution  and  not  from  the 
proclamation  of  the  governor,  and  it  is  therefore  not  restricted  nor 
limited  by  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  proclamation,  but  it  may  legislate 
upon  any  subject  within  its  general  constitutional  powers. 

No  subject  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  whiqh  appears  impera- 
tively to  require  legislative  action  at  your  present  session  except  an  ap- 
portionment bill,  and  I  have  therefore  refrained  from  referring  to  any 
other  subject.  Elisha  P.  Ferry.  Governor.

Gentlemen  —  Section  1  of  the  law  regulating  the  office  of  secretary  of 
state  requires,  among  other  things,  that  he  be  "The  superintendent  and 
shall  have  charge  of  the  state  eapitol,  and  must  keep  the  same,  together 
with  all  property  therein,  in  good  ortler  and  repair." 

Pursuant  to  the  above  defined  duty,  although  there  was  no  appropria- 
tion available  from  which  to  draw  for  this  purpose,  I  have  had  certain 
repairs  made  upon  and  around  and  within  the  state  capitol  building. 
These  repairs  included  calcimining  ceilings  and  walls  of  Senate  chamber 
and  Representative  halls  and  hall  and  entry  ways,  new  matting,  oil  cloth, 
etc.,  repairing  and  painting  woodwork,  repairing  fence,  building  new 
sidewalk,  cleaning  furniture,  windows,  etc.,  replacing  broken  glass,  etc. 

Bills  for  same  are  transmitted  herewith. 

These  bills  do  not  include  new  shelving  for  state  library,  for  which  an 
appropriation  was  made  and  drawn  upon.

Your  committee  further  report  that  they  found  it  necessary  to  procure 
clerical  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  the  bill  herewith 
submitted,  and  recommend  the  allowance  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars,  and  rec- 
ommend that  a  warrant  be  drawn  upon  the  treasury  for  that  amount, 
payable  to  B.  M.  Denton.
